Witbin a short time, says the Cleveland 
Leader and Herald, the Chicago & Atlantic 
Road will probably be placed in the handsof a 
receiver, under proceedings begun by the first 
bondholders to foreclose their mortgage. Its 
floating debt is almost $3,000,000; its bonded 
debt $9,000,000. The fifet bonds aggregate 
$6,500,000, and are held mainly by capitalists in 
London and Amsterdam. Interest defaulted 
both semi- 
annual payments for the present year. The 
Erie and New York, Pennsylvania & Ohio 
guaranteed the payment of this interest, and 
the bondbolders brougbt suit against them at 
New York for the defaulted interest. The 
Erie Road in defense maintained that the Chi- 
cago & Atlantic had broken its contract with 
it, and that thereby it was released from pay- 
ment. The case is now tied up pending the 
hearing of a demurrer, with no prospect of an 
early decision. The bondholders in the mean- 
time bave become impatient and are taking 
steps to foreclose their bonds. 


THE BALTIMORE & OHIO TO ENTER NEW 
YORK. 


New York, Nov. 21.—A contract was closed 
today by the terms of which the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad Company has secured access to 
New York. This will be accomplished by 
means of the Staten Island Rapid Transit Short 
Line. The Baltimore & Ohio will run from 
Bound Brook by a new line to Elizabeth, where 
a bridge will be built connecting the Baltimore 
& Ohio lines with the Staten Island lines. From 
Staten Island passengers and freight will 
be conveyed to the Battery by boat. 
The contract is tor ninety-nine years, 
and was signed by President Garrett 
of the Baltimore & Ohio last Monday, and by 
President Emmons of the Staten Island Rapid 
Transit Company this afternoon at a meeting 
of the stockholders and directors in this city. 
The contract covers over 100 pages of paper 
and provides that rates shall yield as much by 
through traffic to the Rapid Transit Company 
as is now yielded by its local business, thus se- 
curing to the Staten Island Company so much 
as it gives up to the Baltimore & Ohio and per- 
mitting it to participate in half the profits made 
by the latter company over the Staten Island 
lines. The Baltimore & Obio guarantees to the 
Rapid Transit Company second-mortgage bonds 
to the extent of $2,500,000, bearing interest at 


5 per cent for forty years, which amount |

HE SHOT HIS WIFE DEAD. 


ACCORDING TO HIS STORY HE THOUGHT 
SHE WAS A BURGLAR, BUT HB HAS BEEN 
HELD FOR MURDER—OMAHA’S SENSATION, 
OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 21.—|Special.j|—The ele- 

gant residence ot Jobn W. Lauer was at 3 

o’elock this morning the scene of a most 


shocking and mysterious tragedy. Lauer is 

a prominent citizen, the Secretary and Superin- 

tendent ot the Omaba Nail Works, and is of the 

highest connections in the city. He, with bis 

young wife, resided at the corner of Twenty- 

sixth and Douglas, in an aristocratic quarter. 

About 8 o’clock this morning’ Lauer was 

awakened by a noise in his apartment, 

and opened his eyes to see, in the dim 

light afforded by the stove, someone enter- 

ing the room. Swiftiy, and witbout a 

word he drew his pistol from beneath his pil- 

low and fired. He saw the intruder fall behind 

the foot of his bed, and he leaped to the floor. 

Seeing no movement from the prostrate figure, 

he stooped to examine it, and the livid and 
bloody face of nis wife, already aead, stared . 
into bis horrified countenance. His shot bad 
been strangely accurate, the bullet striking the 
woman fairly in the nose, and, ranging up- 
ward, passed into the brain. 

Lauer's sister, Miss Minerva, who slept up- 
stairs, had been aroused by the shot and fall- 
ing body. She rushed down, and, bursting into 
the room, was greeted by the exclamation from 
Lauer: : 

**O Minerva! I have killed Sallie! I thought 
she was a burglar!” 

The Coroner was summoned and in the fore- 
noon impaneied a jury. Lauer testified that bis 
wife siept at his left side and, unawares to 
bim, bad arisen for some purpose. Awakened 
by the slight noise she made moving about, and 
rendered fearful by recent incursions of burg- 
jars, he took her for a thief and fired at ber. 
From the fact, however, that Lauer and bis 
wife lived together most unhappily his story 
was not credited and information for murder 
was filea against bim. He was arrested, but 
secured release at once on a bond of $15,000.

THE CHURCH RAIDING GAMBLERS. 

In his recent address before the Free- 
Traders’ Convention in this city the Rev. 
Henry Ward Beecher threw out the idea that 
we exported altogether too much ‘‘ religion’’ 
and had not enough of a good quality left for 
home consumption. Although the facetious 
remark was,only incidental to the topic upon 
which he Was speaking, it contains a great 
deal of truth, and the suggestion which it 
conveys is worthy of general application. 

What we need is less missionary work 
abroad and more at home, though the 
churches asa rule perhaps will refuse to 
look upon the cause of missions from that 
point of view. How much good can be done 
by effective local missionary work has been 
recently demonstrated by the Rev. Dr. 
Houghton, the pastor of the well-known 
** Little Church Around the Corner” in New 
York City. It appears that Dr. Houghton 
discovered one of his members had been 
enticed into gambling-houses on two 
occasions and lost considerable money 
at roulet. Instead of preaching an elo- 
quent sermon upon the evils of gambling, 
which would have been utterly futile so far 
as their suppression is concerned, Dr. Hough- 
ton at once decided to do a little missionary 
work on his own behalf. He posted round 
to the Chief of Police, notified him that one 
of his flock had been swindled in gambling- 
rooms, gave him their numbers and locations, 
and respectfully but firmly asked for a squad 
of men to go and raid the places. The Chief 
was somewhat surprised, as he had never 
heard of the places, but he assented at once. 
The policemen were furnished, and the min- 
ister went along to see that they did their 
duty. Both rooms were raided, and a larger 
layout was captured in each place than they 
had ever seen before. The proprietors were 
also arrested and taken to the station, Dr. 
Houghton accompanying them to see that 
they were properly in durance. He then no- 
tified the authorities that he would have the 
erring member of his flock at the trial to give 
his testimony, and went home delighted with 
the success of his missionary work. 

The action of the good doctor was very 


much in the style of his Master when he - 


overthrew the tables of the money-changers, 
in that it was eminently practical. The Lit- 
tle Church Around the Corner, we believe, 
does not figure moch in missionary labors 
among the Chinese, Hindoos, Jews, Turks, 
or Congo negroes, but it is entitled to the 
credit of doing just the kind of missionary 


» work that is needed in New York and many | 


other citfes in this country. A little practical 
work of this kind in Chicago, especially 
among gambling-houses and other dens, of 
the location of which the authorities appear 
to be ignorant, would have a most beneficent

HARRISON AND HIS LAWYERS. 
The Acting Mayor of Chicago, if his 
purpose be to retain at all hazards to his 
reputation the office which it is claimed he 
usurps, has been very fortunate in the choice 
of his lawyers. They are adepts in carrying 
out the policy of delay which the alleged 
Mayor had so suceessfully acted on before 
they came into the case, 

With the aid of his fellow-Democrats in 
the Council Harrison delayed the canvass of 
the municipal vote cast the 7th of April till 
the beginning of June. Before the canvass 
was completed he found it convenient to go 
to Hot Springs, thus preventing the possi- 
bility of serving contest papers on him, as he 
had not qualified, and in that way to prolong 
the contest. Then when Messrs. Brandt and 
Story came into the case, and probably in 
obedience to the instructions of their client— 
at least in accordance with the plan he pur- 
sued——they opposed a recount of the ballots; 
they required a long time (ninety days) to 
prepare their demurrer, ‘They got forty days 
owing to the court’s vacation. At the end of 
that time they pettifogged again. ‘* Delay, 
delay ” has been their motto. Their pur- 
pose has been, it seems, to postpone the final 
determination of the case until the term of 
the office has expired. They have not 
legally argued their motions. They have 
taken up whole days of the court’s time assail- 
ing the newspapers, the Republican party, and 
all persons who have desired to get at the facts. 
They have made sensational charges that the 
ballots had been tampered with while in the 
possession of City-Clerk Plautz. ‘They have 
not been able to produce a scintilla of evi- 
dence to prove these charges. They have 
not put a solitary witness on the stand before 
the master to justify their insinuations. 
Their purpose in cruss-examining the wit- 
nesses to prove safe-keeping has been to 
prevent the recount of the votes at an early 
day. The court and the master in chancery 
seem. to have indulged both those legal 
dromios long enough in this policy. 

Mr. Harrison professed soon after the elec- 
tion that he wanted a recount of the ballots. 
But it will be remembered that he wanted a 
recount before an unauthorized extrajudicial 
body Whose interference with the ballots in 
the manner ‘suggested by him would have 
been grossly illegal, and would have the ef- 
fect of rendering the returns useless as evi- 
dence in a legal contest. If he were honestly 
desirous of a recount he would have hurried 
up the canvass in the Council, waived all 
technical delay to the progress of the contest, 
and joined with the plaintiff in a request for 
a recount. He pretends now, with his at- 
torneys, to fear that the ballots have been 
tampered with. In an interview a few days 
ago he insinuated that he had found in the 
statement of Mr. Forch—that he (Forch) be- 
lieved a recount of the ballots would show 
Judge Smith was elected—reason to fear that 
some person in the interest of Judge Smith 
had tampered with the returns. The Acting 
Mayor well knows that that could not be the 
case; that it was impossible to have done as 
suggested without his knowledge. The ballots 
were sealed in the presence of one of his 
secretaries, and a Democratic City Clerk had 
charge of them before the sealing-up took 
place. They have been practically in charge 
of a Democratic deputy clerk since. The 
pettifogging and ridiculous character of such 
charges by the Acting Mayor proves how 
desperate his case is. 


THE TELEPHONE MONOPOLY. 

While it is a matter of great importance to 
settle legally the question whether the patent 
on which the operations of the American 
Bell Telephone Company are based was 
rightfully issued to Alexander Graham Bell, 
it should be borne in mind that the cancella- 
tion of the patent will not necessarily destroy 
the power of thatcompany. It will be only 
the first step, though the most important 
one. We have in the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company and the Standard Oil Com- 
pany illustrations of the fact that patents are 
not requisit toa monopoly. Next to the pro- 
tection of the Government in some such form 
as a patent, shrewd business management 
and an unscrupulous determination to keep 
everybody else out of the field are the essen- 
tials. And the successes of the Bell Compa- 
ny are due almost as much to business man- 
agement as to the patent. 

The company has been deep in litigation 
from the yéry first, but by no means because 
itis fond of litigation. Its managers have 
been wise enough to keep their controversies 
out of the courts whenever that was possible. 
They have spent immense sums of money 
in quieting the claims of inventors and buy- 
ing out or paying tribute to rivals. It will 
be remembered that in the early days of the 
telephone Edison and the Western Union 
Telegraph Company threatened them. There 
was much bitterness for a time, but both com- 
panies saw that compromise was more profit- 
able than fighting, so the telegraph com- 
pany agreed not to do any telephoning, 
and the Bell Company promised not to do 
any telegraphing or telephoning over long 
distances. The telephone cotmpany also 
signed a contract to pay to the telegraph 
company 20 percent of its royalties, 20 per 
cent of the net profit on instruments export- 
ed, and certain other sums. Of course these 
tributes to the Western Union all come ulti- 
mately outof the public. There are a num- 
ber of instruments the patents on which are 
not owned by the Bell Company, with which, 
it is claimed, conversation can be readily 
carried on over several hundred miles of 
wire, or as far as telegraph messages can be 
sent by the Morse system. But the people 
cannot have the use of these instruments be- 
cause the Bell Company has stopped te 
operations of their owners by injunc- 
tions. That is, the people are pay- 
ing to the Western Union and the Bell 
Companies large sums of money every year 
for being deprived of the privilege of avail- 
ing themselves of certain scientific discov- 
erles. The greed of the monopoly stands in 
the way of some very important advances in 
the art, and so long as the decisions of the 
courts are on the side of that monopoly, as 
they have been hitherto, the people cannot 
help contributing to a fund for their own op- 
pression. The great strength of the company 
in its litigation has been in successfully as- 
serting its claim for a patent on the original 
idea of transmitting articulate speech by 
electricity. For the maintenance of that 
claim it has spent vast sums of money. It 
employs some of the abiest lawyers in the 
country, and the expenses come out of the 
pockets of its patrons. If it shall be proved, 
as now appears almost certain, that the claim 
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The pe sr no mean capacity for 
“fine work ” in politics. It holds its charter 
under the laws of Massachusetts, and until 
the present eo when the Legislature of 
that State to allow it to increase its 
capital stock ft $10,000,000 to $30,000,000, 
it seems to baive een able to get almost any- 
thing it asked for. One of its greatest tri- 
umphs was the repeal in 1883 of the pro- 
vision In its charter forbidding it to hold 
more than 80 percent of the stock of sub- 
companies, That has enabled it to get the 
whole telephone business of the country by 
the throat. Its successes in this line 
are due largely to its patriotic zeal in the 
election of members of the Legislature 
and the appointment of the committees. It 
enjoys a comfortable exemption from heavy 
taxes in that State, too, but that is the result 
in the main of the peculiarities of the law. 
It paid in 1884 only $24,410, It is atno 
pains to expose its wealth to the public view. 
The patents reported as $6,500,000 assets in 
1882 were put in at $8,500,000 in 1888, and 
by some wonderful transformation they turned 
up as $6,500,000 liabilities in 1884. 

A concern that has shown so much power 
and shrewdness will not surrender at once, 
even if its patent is declared void, It is im- 
mensely rich, is backed by wealthy and able 
men, and is in fall possession of the field. 
On these grounds it will base its fight, and 
the other companies that are waiting to 
pick its bomes will find that it has some 
strength to defend them. Naturally its 
policy will be to buy them out and consoli- 
date. But the public can congratulate them- 
selves on one thing—telephones will be 
cheaper. There will be no annual royalty 
amounting to several times the cost of the in- 
strument. The achievement of the new 
companies, if they ever get a start, will be to 
popularize the telephone. The number of 
telephones now in use—less than 350,000—is 
very small for a population of 60,000,000. A 
million of them would be used if they could 
be had at reasonable prices. They ought to 
be furnished to the sub-companies on such 
rents that the minimum rate of $3 to $5 per 
month preseribed by the Indiana Legislature 
as the charge to the public would seem to 
those companies high rather than oppressively 
low. The Government carries a letter three 
or four thousand miles for two cents. The 
contest of the Bell patent now in progress is 
likely to give us rates for telephoning that 
will make it as general a method of commu 
nication as letter-writing. 


THE BRITISH ELECTIONS. 

The general election for members of the 
British Parliament will begin the early part 
of this week. The writs have already 
reached the Sheriffs and the notices for the 
pollings and nominations have been issued. 
As the election officers—the Sheriffs—are in 
nearly every instance Tory, and as they have 
the fixing of the time of election, it is proba- 
ble that where possible the elections will first 
occur in the Tory strongholds, in order that 
the success of the Conservative candidates 
may affect the choice in other constituencies. 
The Liberals will try to offset this by hurry- 
ing up the contests in the boroughs where 
they have political control. It is a remarka- 
ble fact that in Great Britain nearly every 
seat is to be contested. Even in the Welsh 
and Scotch codftties, where the Liberal candi- 
dates usually enjoy *‘a walk-over,” there are 
bitter contests this year between rival Lib- 
eral candidates, Tories in some instances 
coming forward to profit by the division. On 
account of the multiplicity of candidates and 

of “issues” if is almost impossible to pre- 
dict the outcome. The general impression 
seems to be that the Liberals will have a 
clear majority over Tories and Parnellites. 
A month ago this majority was put at 100. 
This has been Whittled down now until it is 
closer to fifty, the Tories claim that with 
the Parnellite vote they will have a majority 
of forty. It will be safer to bet on the Lib- 
erals, however, although their campaign has 
been badly managed. 


In the first place Mr. Chamberlain scared 
the Philistine classes by the boldness of his 
reform program—free schools, graduated 
taxation, allotments for the agricultural 
laborers, local self-government, and local 
option in reference to licenses. He also ad- 
vocated the disestablishment of the union of 
the Church and State, and the diversion of 
the Church landed endowments to the sup- 
port of free schools. He weakly withdrew 
his advocacy of the latter scheme at the re- 
quest of Mr. Gladstone, much to the chagrin 
of the Welsh and Scotch Radicals. It is also 
claimed that he pared down his reform pro- 
gram. He has publicly quarreled with Lord 
Hartington and Mr. Goschen, and both~he 
and Sir Charles Dilke have intimated that 
they will not serve in the same Cabinet with 
those gentlemen. Then Mr. Gladstone’s 
visit to Scotland was not a crowning success 
by any means. His attempt to retire the 
settlement of the Church question to the 
‘*dim, distant future ” was a sore disappoint- 
ment to the Scotchmen, and to English Radi- 
cals as well. They have refused to accept 
Mr. Gladstone’s decision in this matter as 
final, and seeing that the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the Liberal candidates are pledged 
to the disestablishment program there is no 
reason why they should. On the Irish ques- 
tion the ex-Premier has been vague, while 
Hartington’s visit to Belfast was unfortunate. 
It only drove the Nationalists into alliance 
with the Tories in the doubtful Ulster con- 
stituencies and in the English bor- 
oughs where the Irish vyote is 
large. The crowning blunder, how- 
ever, was the issue of a manifesto by 
Whig Peers, among them Mr. Gladstone’s 
Lord Chancellor, Lord Selborne, and his 
close political friend, the Duke of Westmin- 
ster, urging English Liberals to refuse their 
support to any candidate who will not pledge 
himself ‘‘ to resist the projects of the Libera- 
tionists.”” The Liberationists had already 
pledged 90 per cent of the candidates to as- 
sist these projects. The manifesto was 
therefore a declaration of war. Had it been 
boldly met it would not have had much ef- 
fect. The influence of the Whigs is confined 
to the rural congtituencies—among the farm- 
ers. But as farmers, with the parson 
and the squire, will vote for the Tory candi- 
dates this time any way, and as the agricult- 
ural laborers are almost as sure to vote for 
the Liberals, the manifesto, if it were repu- 
diated on the part of the Liberals, would not 
cost many votes. Besides, Hartington and 
Goschen in their speeches declared their sym- 
pathy with the Whig Peers. The resuit has 
been general Liberal disorganization. In 
fifteen of the safe Liberal seats in Scotland 
it is now admitted that the Tories may win. 
They will also win Liberal seats in Northern 
England and Wales. In the fifty London 
constituencies it has been found impossible 
to settle the erences among the Liberal 
candidates. : 


The campaign of the Tories has been on 


the whole masterly. Lord Randolph Church- 


ill kept his colleagues from offending the 
Irish Catholic voters; Lord Salisbury appealed: 
to the jingo spirit of the manufacturers by 
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: petty entanglements. He 
arrayed the State Church and all its numerous 
pensioners solidly on his side, he promised 
the farmers protection in the shape of pro- 
tective and retaliatory duties, and did not 
leave the agricultural laborer without hope. 
Besides, the Tories managed to keep their 
dissensions from reaching the public ear. 
They have presented a united front. 

Though they may not win, their tactics, if 
not their policy, seem to deserve success. 
All depends, however, on the new voters. 
Scotland and Wales will offset the Parnellite 
defection in Ireland, If England gives a 
Liberal majority Mr. Gladstone will return 
to power. If the predictions of the Radicals 
that the half million of agricultural laborers 
will cast thelr first votes for the Gladstone 
candidates, and against the candidates of the 
squire, parson, and farmer, are verified, the 
Tories will be swamped; but they will prob- 
ably be divided, and thus neutralize their 
strength. On the yotes of an ignorant peas- 
antry, just enfranchised, wii depend the 
complexion of the Government for some 
years—whether there shall be progress 
and reform, or jingo wars and repres- 
sion. Even if the Liberals win, their term 
of power promises to be short-lived. There 
can be no harmony in the party after Mr. 
Gladstone’s retirement—he is now nearly 77. 
Chamberlain and Dilke will control the party 
organization: the Whig Peers Hartington, 
Derby, Selborne, and ‘‘defenders of the 
Church” like Mr. Goschen, Thomas Hughes, 
and McCullagh Torrens will find congenial 
company with the Tories. 


INSANE ASYLUM MANAGEMENT. 

One after another the witnesses come for- 
ward and tell cheir story of the horrible mis- 
management of the Cook County Insane 
Asylum under the Van Pelt régime, and if 
only half of what they tell were true, 
it is enough to convict some of the employés 
of that institution and some of the Demo- 
cratic County Commissioners, who are both 
directly and indirectly implicated, of offenses 
which ought to send them to Joliet to keep 
company with ‘‘econvict 7,339.” It is doubt- 
ful, in fact, whether the penitentiary to 
which that distinguished Democratic convict 
is now attached could furnish such a lot of 
drunken, stealing, dishonest, \ debauched 
scoundrels as those who have been concerned 
in these asylum horrors. The junior Demo- 
cratic paper of thiscity is not a whit too 
severe when it characterizes them as *‘ black- 
guards who have prostituted their trust by 
making a pot-house of the Insane Asylum 
and insulted honest idiocy by the introduc- 
tion of flaunting Jezebels,”’ and adds: 


Their disgusting crimes, perpetrated at the 
public expense, a'e not likely to be the subject 
of legal investigation with a view to punisb- 
ment, for they themselves make the grand ju- 
ries whose duty it is to examine into the man- 
agement of county institutions. And the guz- 
ziing, lying, thieving rascals of Commissioners 
kept the public jug for the benefit of those 
jurors. They had part of the pork. But not 
such pork as was provided for the patients; 
not bristle-covered hog's head jwith the tron 
ring still in the dirty snout and served by the 
iazy cook in the horrible soup. The County 
[Democratic] Commissioners were careful to 
provide themselves with the best that was ro- 
ing at the county expense and to take their 
friends, the grand jurors, to the feast. They 
are a bard, disgusting lot; ill-bred, ill-con- 
ducted, thieving, and drunken, Their god is 
their belly and their end is destruction. 


These scoundrels have permitted the in- 
sane patients to go without proper clothing, 
bedding, and food. ‘They have placed brutes 
in charge of them who have been allowed to 
beat and abuse them. The inmates have been 
subjected to every species of indignity because 
they were helpless and could not make their 
complaints known. When attendants, since 
discharged, reported these offenses, they 
themselves were abused and were requested 
to mind their own business. Not content 
with this, these Commissioners themselves 
have kept up a carnival of vice in the 
asylum. ‘They have utilized it for the prac- 
tice of licentiousness, for the gratification of 
their appetites, and the benefit- of their 
pockets. 

The management of the asylum is in strict 
accordance with the Democratic idea of 
‘* practical politics.”” The reply of one of 
the authorities to Commussioner Senne that 
they proposed to run it as they d—d pleased 
is the key to its management. The Insane 
Asylum was Democratic spoils, and the gang 
which had grabbed it proposed to do as they 
pleased with what they considered to be their 
own, and what it pleased them to do was to 
turn it into a dance-house and a whisky-shop 
for themselves and friends and a black 
hole of suffering for the unfortunates 
in their power. This is only one of 
the results of the combinations of Jomackin- 
ism and Vanpegltism in our local politics, but 
if it does not rouse the people of this county 
to indignation and inspire them to smash this 
corrupt gang and strip it of its power for 
evil, the work of the State Board of Chari- 
ties will only have been half done. The 
people as wellas the board have a duty to 
do in the premises; and these horrible stories 
of suffering, cruelty, licentiousness, and cor- 
ruption ought to have more effect thana 
mere expression of surprise. Itis time for 
the people to rise and demand that this mis- 
management shall stop, and that the asylum 
shall be placed in the hands of honest, com- 
petent, intelligent, and humane attendants, 
and that Vanpeltism shall no longer be al- 
lowed to control it. 


REFERRING tothe recent meeting of, the 
Hobbses, Christians, Gilberts, and Johnsons, 
who act as the bosses of the Chicago Prohibi- 
tion party, they have a problem before them 
which is plain if not simple. Under the 
present law of Lilinois any community has 
the legal authority to adopt and enforce 
prohibition, if the people will it. Not sat- 
isfied with this, the cranks of the Prohibition 
party want to enforce unwilling communities 
to come under their rule of political teetotal- 
ism. The question thereforeis simply one 
of. force, and must be decided by physical 
power. How many political Prohibitionists 
will it take to subdue the non-teetotalers of 
Chicago and compel them to drink water 
only, by withholding al? stimulants? Ac- 
cording to the best estimates Chicago has 
now 2@ population of 700,000, and of these 
about 160,000 are males over 21. Three- 
fourths of these are foreigners, or of foreign 
parentage, and so continue here the drinking 
habits formed in their European homes. Of 
the distinctively American population 
three-fourths of those over the age 
of 21 drink in more or less moderation. 
Inspection shows about 10,000 teetotalers 
and 150,000 drinkers of various degrees of 
moderation and immoderation. How shall 
the 10,000 force the 150,000 to submit to the 
rule of political teetotalism in Chicago and 
drink nothing but lake water? The question 
is purely one of physical power, as the Pro- 
hibitionists have ceased resorting to moral 
suasion. Butif the 10,000 (only one-tenth 
of which number have joined the St. John 
party) should be backed by the 5,000 armed 
and uniformed militia of Lilinois and the reg- 
ular army they would still be unable to com- 
pel 150,000 stalwart men to give up their ac- 
customed stimulants. To coerce such a body 
of men into obedience to a sumptuary law 
would require a great standing army and the 
complete surrender of the city to military 
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rile ‘The reverend ‘Prohibitionists ‘might | 
convert many men to temperance by follow- 
ing the persuasive methods introduced by the 
founder of Christianity; but when they talk 
about coercing a city like Chicago to submit 
to teetotalism it is only to illustrate their 
childish ignorance of the nature of man and 
the powers of human government.

“The enemies of our Chief of the fire de- 
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Artanta, Ga., Nov. 21.—Wednesday next 
the election on prohibition or non-probibition 
will be held. For ten years temperance agita- 
tion has been carried on Georgia, which has so 
succeeded that now out of 137 counties the sale 
of liquor is only allowed in fifteen. These 
fifteen counties are the seats of iarge cities, 
where the. liquor element has large 
property interests. Local option bas been 
in each community as & 
moral and police measure, thus meeting the 
support of both politicul parties, both colors, 
and the entire moral element of somety. It 
was not until the movement reached the large 
cities that any serious opposition was met. 
These local options were held under special 
acts of the Legislature. The business interests 
of the large cities were always strong enough to 
prevent the passage of such local option act 
so faras they were themselves concerned, and 
hence the gislature passed a general local 
option bill, under which the Ordinaries of the 
connties were required to order elections upon 
the petition of a given number of citizens. The 
first city to which this was applied was Atlanta, 
and an election on the question was ordered by 
Ordinary Calhoun on the petition of 2,800 voters, 
to take place Nov. 25. Then began & canvass 
which bas devoloped most remarkable features. 
The highest vote ever cast even in a Presiden- 
tial year was a littie over 5,000. The registra- 
tion in this election has run up to 9,000. The 
Probibitionists organized a strong committee, 
backed by nearly all the preachers in the city, 
with Senator Colquitt, District-Attorney B. H. 
Hill, and other prominent men actively at 
work. The brunt of the battle, however, bas 
faiien on the shoulders of the Rev. J. B. Haw- 
thorne, the celebrated Baptist preacher, the 
Rev. Sam Jones, Col. Sam Small, the Rev. At- 
ticus C..Haygood, the Rev. W. H. Felton, and 
others, who bave for ten days been addressing 
audiences of from 5,000 to 8,000 in Sam Jones’ 
gospel tent. The anti-Prohibitionistse have 
been equally active, being led by Julius 
Brown, son of Senator Brown, Albert Cox, 
and many others. They have been 
particularly active in committee work, The 
most remarkable political feature of the cam- 
paign has been the breaking up of party and 
color lines. The meetings of both parties are 
attended by whites and blacks and earnest 
efforts have been madefby both sides to capt- 
ure the colored voters. For this purpose not 
only bave speakers of both sides addressed 
large bodies of colored men, but they have im- 
ported prominent colored speakers, such as 
Bishop Campbell of‘ Philadelphia, Bishop 
Turner, and ex-Cungressman Jeff Long. The 
women, too, bave taken up the contest with 
vigor. In a word, every element of society, 
all ages, sexes, and colors, are stirred up and 
nothing else is talked of but prohibition. The 
general feeling is that if Atlanta goes for pro- 
hibition the notion will spread rapidly through 
all Southern States.

A private dispatch from Beigrade via Semlin 
states that dispatches from ail parts of Servia 
prove that the educated Servians alone as- 
sumed the war.

ON ITS FEET. 

Paris, Nov. 21.—| Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to Tne Tribune.|—M. Brisson, like Riel, has 
been respited. Will he, unlike Riel, escape. 
execution? Three days ago the Ministry seem- 
ed doomed. Today behoids it almost as strong 
again. Afterhe hud read bis tame,. colorless 
declaration the other day there was a chorus 
of execration. M. Rochefort announced that 
M. Brisson had committed suicide. M. Ciémen- 
céau shrugged his shoulders and sneered. M. 
Lackroy was sad; and the Monarchists 
chuckled. For a host of different reasons the 
people proclaimed it impossible that the Mir- 
istry could retain office; the only question 
was whether it should be overthrown or al- 
lowed to fall to pieces by refusing to propose 
politicalamnesty. M. Brisson bad alienated 
all the noisy Radicale who were clamoring 
for the release of Louise Michel, Krapotkine, 
and Cyroct; by threatening to make ecclesias- 
tical students liable to military service, had ex- 
asperated the Monarchists; by omitting to 
promise a scheme of useful reforms, had dis- 
appointed his friends. Since Monday, how- 
ever, the Republicans have had time to reflect 
on the danger of upsetting Cabinets and the 
difficulty of replacing them. A chaage in the 
Ministry, they know, would be hailed with de- . 
light by their foes and held up to the country

PROBABLE PEACE WITH MADAGASCAR. 

Lonpon, Nov. 21.—The Exchange Telegraph 
Company hasadispatch from Paris stating 
that the French Government has resolved to 
terminate the Madagascar expedition, that ne- 
gotiations have been commenced with the 
Hovas, and that it is expected that peace wil 
soon be restored. 

Paris, Nov. 21.—The Government has intro- 
duced in the Chambers a credit for 175,000,000 
franes for Tonquin expenses and a credit for 
4,000,000 francs for expenses in Madagascar. 
The matter was referred to aspecial com- 
mittee. 

The Government has introduced a bill in the 
Chamber of Deputies to carry forward to the 
budget for 1886 the 75,000,000 francs already 
vowed for expeases in Tonquin and Madagas- 
car. In consequence of pending negotiations 
with the Hovas which offer a prospect of suo- 
cess the Government will only ask for a Mada- 
gascar credit for the first quarter of 1886. 


[Previous to the foundation of the Société 
é’Oriente by Cardinal Richelieu French merchant- 
men visited the Island of Madagascar, and in 1643, 
the year followmg that toundation, Louis XIV. 
presented the society with Madagascar and the 
adjacent islands.

Then they will con- 
struct them themselves. Their settled policy 
now is against all concessions to foreign finan- 
ciers for pwhlic works. 

LONDON VS. NEW YORK STOCK MARKETS. 

The Governing Committee of the London 
Stock Exchange after long discussion have de- 
cided to grant the use of the exchange-roo ms 
for transactions in connection with the New 
York stock market until 5o’clock London time 
in order to afford facilities for business after 
the receipt of New York quotations. The com- 


mittee, however, strongly advise that no trans- 
actions of this character be carried on in Lon- 
don after 5 o'clock London time. The English 
financial journais are urgmg the committee to 
extend their decision to all markets. 


GERMANY. 

THE TRUE HISTORY OF THE TRANSFER 
OF COUNT MUNSTER FROM LONDON TO 
PARIS. 

Lowpoyw, Nov. 21.—{Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune. |—The transfer of Count 
Minster, the Germah Ambassador, from Lon- 
don to Paris has caused much regret apd com- 
ment in the press and society here. I am able 
to state that it is known in inuver circles of di- 
plomacy that the Count waepractically recalled 
three months ago, Bismarek represented to 
the Emperor that Count Miinster’s bearing and 
language toward the Gladstone Government 
were not as hostile as they should be. He did 
not reproduce Bismarck’s owWn  arro- 
gance and dislike. The Emperor's’ per- 
sonal fondness for Count Miinster saved 
him from a recall till the death 
of Gen. Manteuffel showed a way out of the 
difficulty. The Emperor wanted to make Count 
Minster Governor of Alsace and Lorraine, but 
Bismarck again protested that he was not 
stern enough to suppress the Freavh feeling. 
It finally was arranged that he should be Am- 
bassador at Paris, to take Manteuffel’s place. 
So Count Milaster goes to Paris, while the 
Chancellor sends his own right-hand man, the 
starched, bureaucratic Count Hatsfeldt, to 
keep the British Government in order. This is 
the secret history of the affair. 

A KICK AGAINST BISMARCK. 

The Centre party in the German Reichstag is

BUSINESS TO ARMOUR & CO. 
Armour & Co. have purchased the glue works 
of Wahi Bros. The plant, which is located at 
the corner of Thirty-first street and the South 


| Fork of the South Branch, covers eight acres, 


and is the largest of its kind in the United 
States if not in the world. The real estate, 
buildings, and machinery represent an invest- 
ment of over $1,250,000. The terms are pri- 
vate. Armour & Co. will take possession next 
week. It is understood that Mr. Theo Holman, 
who has been with the Wahis for twenty-three 
years, will continue to be Superintendent, and 
that all the other employés, about 300, will be 
retained. 

Christian and Louis Wahl commenced mak- 
ing glue in Chicago in 1854. Their factory was 
on the North Side, and its capacity was five or 
six barrels a day. They were enterprising 
men, and by close attention to business were 
able in a, few years to moveto a larger estab- 
lishment in Bridgeport, where they turned out 
from ten to twenty barrels of glue a day. They 
gradually increased their capacity, and today 
have works that can produce 200 barrels, the 
product of acyear being from 3,000,000 to 
8,500,000 pounds. About all the progress made 
in the basiness in this country is due to 
them. They were the first concern which 
adopted artificial drying, the vacuum 
pan, and many other inventions now ab- 
solutely essential to success. They were 
also the first glue men who manufactured 
brewers’ isinglass and gelatine. Both the 
brothers are well along in years, and neither 
bas ason. Christian has been out of health 
for some years, and several trips to Europe 
have not benefited him. His physician ad- 
vised him recently that he could not live in 
this climate. On this account he was anxious 
to dispose of his interest in the factory, and 
as the burden was too heavy for Louis to carry 
alone he too was willing to sell. As is known, 
giue is made from the refuse of siaughter- 
houses, and Wahl Bros. obtained their ma- 
terial at the Stock-Yards. There is so much of 
it there, however, that only a small part could 
be utilized, and Armour & Co., iike other pack- 
ers, was in the habit of boiling the etuff and 
letting it run of. Mr. Armour knew 
that he was losing money by this course, 
so, in order that the refuse might 
not go to waste, he decided to build a glue 
factory alongside of his packing-house. Work 
bad been commenced, when he heard that 
Wahd Bros.’ factory could be purchased, ana 
in less than two weeks an agreement was 
reached, and the plant belonged to Armour &

One of its sections de- 
clared that if a man was married to a 
woman in accordance with the laws of the 
church he was at Mliberty to com- 
mit ali kinds of blasphemy and crime 
except shedding innocent biood. Gentiles wore 
not of innocent blood, ana could, therefore, be 
put out of the way without sin whenever oc- 
casion required. Blood atonement is not prac- 
ticed now to the extent it was during the 
paimy days of Brigham Young. If it had not 
been for Vermont there never would have 
been such a thing as Mormonism. Brigham 
Young, Joseph Smith, and Heber C. Kimball, 
all bright and sbining lights of the Mormon 
Church and, indeed, ite very founders, were 
all born in Vermont. It seems jveét, therefore, 
that Senator Edmunds, who framed the recent 
law against polygamy, should have been born 
in that State also. 

It is the religious nature of woman that is 
appealed to and outraged in Mormonism, She 
is taught that her husband is her god. The 
majority ot Mormon women are more unrea- 
sonabie than sensitive. Heber C. Kimball 
used,to cail his wives’oows. The Edmunds 
bill has served to make the polygamous elders 
weary. They no longer Marry wives in the 
Endowment House. ceremony is per- 
formed in kitchens, bDack yards, or any se- 
cluded spot. We should be ashamed of our- 
selves—that is, those of us who vote. [Ap- 
plause.| Brigham Young used to tell his 
wives that tney must not expect him to love 
them. They should oonsider it a sufficient 
honor to bear children toasaint. The Mor- 
mon theory in regard to women seemed to be 
that they were not worthy of damnation.

Smith will be the frst one of the faithful to 
rise from the grave resurrection-day. There 
are three glories in Mormon Heaven. First, 
that of all unmarried men and women. They 
are, as it were, Oelestial. bootbiacks to 
the elders. The second is chat of monogamists;

Christ. Mormonism, therefore, piaces a pre- 
mium on vice. The Mormons have no poli- 
tics. They hold millions of dollars’ worth of 
property upon which they pay no taxes. The 
Temple of St. George in Southern Utah cost 
$8C0,000, the temple at Logan, $500,000, while 
upon the new temple at Sait Lake $2,500,000 
had already been expended. 


A GREAT POLITICAL SENSATION. 

The testimony of Stenographers O'Connor 
and Strassner before tne Senate Investigating 
Committee relative to the division of their sal- 
aries with the Civil Justices in whose courts 
they were employed has caused a big sensa- 
tion in political circles. It is saia that their 
testimony is only the beginning of evidence 
which will tarnish the names of other Judges 
in the city, and which will result in showing 
that other men besides stenographers have to 
divide their salaries. It is asserted that 
some Judges have five and 
pointees in various offices, 
whom are oompellied to divide their 
salaries. Mr. Frank 8S. Beard of Justice 
Steckler’s Court and Jerome Brady, clerk and 
stenographcr to the Excise are said to 
be the only stenographers who do not divide 
their salaries witb city Officials. Braay and 
Beard have influential friends and are mem- 
bers of the Press Club. The stenographer who 
succeeded Strassner in Justice McCarthy's 
court is said to divide his salary with two 
journalists who secured his appointment and 
agreed to suppress Strassner’s com- 
plaint in the newspapers. When O’Con- 
nor’s case was brought up in the Press 
Ciub’s Board of Trustees John C. Hen- 
nessy and William G. McLaugblin, publisher 
of the Journalist, were sent t@see Justice Kelly. 
They told him that they did not care what had 
become of O’Connor’s money in the past, but 
they wanted his salary guaranteed him in the 
future. Kelly answered that it was all right. 
Messrs. Hennessy and McLaughlin wiil be 
called to testify before the Senate Committee. 
It is said that two trustees of the Press Club 
afterwards went to Justice Kelly and toid him 
not to bother about O'Connor, as they would 
fix things in the papers. Justice Kelly then 
discharged O’Connor. The penal code makes 
the parties participating in the division of 
salaries liable to conviction by imprisonment 
and fine, and disqualifies them from holding 
office. O’Connor says he gave Judge Kelly 
nearly $3,000. 

ANOTHER STANDARD OIL VICTORY. 

The Brooklyn City Court bas been occupied 
for two days in the second trial of an action 
brought by Henry Ridick against the Standard 
Ull Company to recover one-sixth of the prop- 
erty on which their works are located at 
Gréen Point, and which is worth about $500,000. 
A grandfather of the plaintiff bought the land 
nearly fifty years ago, and gave a purchase 
wortgage on it of $5,000. The mother of the 
plaintiff, who was John Horne’s dauchter, died 
five days after the plaintifi’s birth The 
plaintiff was then sent down to Virginia to be 
brought up by his grandfather. Horne mar- 
ried again, and his second wife on her death 
left one son, and in ber will cut off the children 
of the first wife from their inheritance of 
the property.

The public bu fare all 
draped in mourning, and there ‘an almost 
complete cessation of busiges The 
citizens of East St. Louis and 
the St. Clair County authorities will 
add another $5,000 to the reward.

A WOMAN'S SUICIDE. 


IT CREATED A SENSATION IN TOLEDO SOCIAL 
CIRCLES. 

TOLEDO, O., Nov. 21.—|Special. |—Particulars 
of a most sensational suicide have just come to 
light. The victim was Mrs. Antoinette Brooks, 
a woman of high social standing, who had 
lived here and in Painesville for three or tour 
years. Sometime ago Mrs. Brooks suffered 
from some mental disease, and it was found 
necessary to place her in the Northwestern 
Ohio Insane Asylum in this city. After being 
there some time she was considered to have 
recovered sufficientiy to warraut her release.

There, hanging suspended 
from a bigh wardrobe in the room, was the 
lifeless body of his aunt. She had taken a 
sbeet from the bed and through it bad placed 
a Turkish towel. The whole was fastenea 
at the top of the wardrobe. She head tied an 
end around ber neck while standing on a stool, 
and had then kicked the stool away and stran- 
gied to death. Great efforts were made by the 
family to keep the matter quiet, and for that 
reason no undertaker has been called in.

The 
betting was m Princeton's favor, odds of 2 to 
1 being freely offered. The visitors were vet- 
erans, while the Yale men were, with one or 
two exceptions, green hands trained this sea- 
son. Princeton kicked uff. The Yale team 
played a sharp game, and to everybody's sur- 
prise fired tne ball into Princeton's territory 
and kept it there mostof the first inning. Dur- 
ing this baif the play was sharp and close for 
twenty minutes. Yale got the bail well 
up to Prineeton’s goaliine, and then 
minutes later Watkinson, one of the New 


Haven half-backs,; sent a pretty ball sailmg 
between the posts for a goal from the field. 


and cheered : frauticaily, but the first ianing 
saw no, more points made, and closed with 
the score: Yale, 56; Princeton, 0. In the second 
half Princeton’s magnificent team-play was 
seen at its beat. The ball was forced close up 
to Yale's goal-line and heia there while both 
elevens piayed desperately, Yale finally 
getting the ball and carrying it « out 
into the centre of the field. Then 
the battle was carried into Princeton's ground, 
aad things looked black for the visitors.

He picked 
it up and ran down the whole length of the 
field, dodging the Yale rushers and backs, and, 
with a hali-dozen pursuers close at his heels, 
scored a touch-down between Yale's goal-posts. 
It was the biggest run on record. From the 
touch-down a goal was kicked, making 
the score: Yale 5& Princeton 6. And so 
it remained to the end of the game, no more 
points being made. The Princeton men were 
carried off the field by their delighted college- 
mates, and tonight the town is being pxinted 
biack and sellow, the colors of the visitors. 
Noneof the players were disabied, although 
there were much rough play and many im- 
prom ptu slugging-matobes.

A DETERMINED STRIKE. 


Probably Milwaukee has never witnessed a 
longer and more determined strike than that 
stili being carried on by the nailmakers at the 
Bay View Works. The strike was inaugurated 
June 1 last, the men demanding an increase of 
about 30 per cent on piece work, which would 
be a raise to 22 cents from 17 cents. At one 
time the proprietors—North Chicago Rolling- 
Mili Company—were willing to compromise 
with the men on 19 cents, but this offer 
was flatly refused by the strikers. They 
bave since remained out of work, and the 
mills are still shut down, with no more indica- 
tion of their resuming operations than there 
was the day after the strike went into effect 
At the time the mills closed aown a large over- 
stock of nails was held, and, as prices were 
but little more than one-third those of today, 
the proprictors were not at all anxious to keep 
their machines in operation. But having dis- 
posed of their overstock to good profit, and 
prices having made so great an im- 
provement, it would seem that some effort to 
bring the strike to an end and resume work 
would be made. No inclination to do this, 
however, is manifested. Proprietors refuse to 
grant the demands of the men, and the latter 
decline to return to their machines at a smaller 
figure for their services than they named last 
June. In conversation with one of the 
leaders in the strike yesterday Tue 
TRIBUNS correspondent was informed 
that “there isn’t the least occasion 
for a single nailer to return to his machine 
without be geta what his work is worth; and 
he won't do it, either. The Bay View ovailers 
bave taken life in a comfortable way for the 
last six months, and they have better creait 
now than they did a week before they went 
out on the strike. So why should they fret 
about starting up the mills? They can car- 
tainly stand the present condition of affairs it 
the mill-owners can."’ The strikers admit to 
having bad considerable assistance since they 
went out, but deciine to say from what source 
it has been received. It is pretty generaliy 
understood that liberal contributaons bave been 
made by nallers’ unions and various trade or- 
ganizations in the East. How long this will be 
continued and the strike kept up is difficult to 
predict with any degree of accuracy. 


MATTERS IN GENERAL. 


The presence in this city of Harry Deakin, 
former manager of -he Academy of Music, but 
more recentiy connected with amusement 
ventures at San Francisco, is explained by his 
negotiations for the Palace Skating-Rink on 
the South Side. It is Mr. Deakin’s intenuon, 
should he succeed in getting the property, to 
transform it into a theatre, completely re- 
model the buildmg, put in a balcony, sup- 
ply the place with the iargest stage 
in the city, and provide a seating ca- 
pacity for 2,000 people. Low prices will 
be made a feature of the place. Other parties, 
it is said upon good autnbority, are also negoti- 
ating for the property with the view of esiab- 
lishing a theatre there, it having become ap- 
parent that there is a field for a creditable 
place of amusement on the South Side. Alj- 
though that section of the city bas a popula- 
tion of between 40,000 and 50,000 people its 
only place of public entertainment is a rolier- 
skating rink. People claim that the distance 
to the city theatres now in existence on the 
East Side is so great that they many times stay 
at home rather than to go out, when they 
would certainly patronize the play were it 
nearer to their homes. 

Labor organizations are considerably agitat- 
ed over the alleged operations of Marinette 
lumbermen to beguile laborers there upon 
false representations, an employment agency 
in this city being used in accomplishing the de- 
sired results. It bemg represented to them 
that winter’s work can be had there at good 
wages, quite a large number of: laborers have 
been induced to go to Marinette and report for 
duty at Hamilton & Merryman’s mills. 
Word comes from the labor union of 
that place that no work is to be 
bad there, as the men discover upon their ar- 
riva., but that the milimen are ruaning in all 
the laborers they can, in hopes of forcing 
down wages. The employment agent here 
clears himself of ali blame by showing a letter 
from Hamilton & Merryman calling for men. 
A large number of laborers who have thus 
been sent to Marinette only to find that there 
was no work for them would bave been una- 
bie to procure food and shelter had it not been 
for assistance extended them by the Menomo- 
nee River Laboring Men’s Protective and Be- 
nevolent Union. 

The Committee on Evening Schools, from the 
city school board, has a perplexing problem 
to solve, occasioned by the demand of evening 
teachers for an increase of salary. The night- 
schools were started up for the winter term 
only a few days ago, and in arranging the bill 
of expense to conform to the amount allowed 
for that purpose the committee had figured 
upon about every dollar of the Evening-School 
fund. How anincrease otf teachers’ salarics 
will be provided for is a query, and unless it is 
granted teachers Jhreaten to abandon the 
work.

THE HON. MR. LAWLER RECITES HIS LIFE- 
» LONG DEMOCRACY TO CREDULOUS BUCK-

Congress Oannot Avoid Taking Notice of 
This Matter—What Gens. Grant and{ 


Wasurinaton, D. C., Nov. 21.—[Special.]— 
The report of Gen. Sheridan on the army did 
not contain the passage describing the nature 
of the conflict between the Secretary of War 
and himself which the gossips expected to find 
in it. And neither Gen. Sheridan nor the Sec- 
retary of War chooses to inform the public 
whether or not any portion of the Lieutenant- 
General's report was edited out of it. Gen. 
Sheridan, however, has this to say upon this 
general question, and it may be that between 
the lines much may be read: 


I most heartily coincide with the remarks of Gen. 
Schofield on the need of military legislation. His 
views are of so much importance that I transfer 
them bodily to my report: 

“ There is great need in the military service of 


and command be clearly ed by law, and it is 
important at all times that the rules for the gov- 
ernment of the military service be established, like 
other laws, by competent authority, after the con- 
sideration and under all the light which expe- 
rience can bring to the aid of the legislature. Reg- 
ulations thus established, and subject to 

only by Congress,would have such a degree of sta- 
bility as to become she basis of a sound military sys- 
tem, which up to the present time has not existed in 
this country, although the regulations have under- 
gone changes almost without number. The most 
‘important questions involved in the command and 
government of the army, which have been the 
source of constant embarrassment and the cause 
of much controversy for many years, remain un- 
settled at the present fime. No commanding Gen- 
eral, from the highest to the lowest, can know the 
extents or limits of his authority, and no one can 
have any staff responsible to him for the faithful 
execution of his orders. During the last twenty- 
five years the country has psessed through three 
momentous crises wherein these unsettied questions 
were of vital importance to the Nation, and their 


individual opinions. Another such crisis may not 
be far distant when such a decision might not be so 
fortunate for the country. Hence, while I present 
the necessity of a considerable increase of the 
army, I also suggest, as a still greater necessity, 
that laws be established by Congress for the gov- 
ernment and regulation of the military force.”’ 


z CONGRESS MUST NOTICE THIS. 

It is hardly possibie that Congress can avoid 
taking notice of this subject. The controversy 
isan oldone. It dates from the time of Gen. 
Scott. The sharpest contest in recent years 
upon this question was between Gen. Sherman 
when in command of the army and Gen. Beik- 
nap, the then Secretary of War. The rejations 
between the two were so strained that Gen. 
Sherman removed army headquarters to St. 
Louis. Gen. Grant &lso, when in command of 
the army, had some positive views as to the 
importance of the function of General and as 
to his partial independence of the Secretary of 
War. These former controversies are sufii- 
ciently explained in the following tetters from 
Gen. Sherman and Gen. Grant, one of which 
has, perhaps, not before been published: 


HEADQUARTERS ARMY OF THE UNITED STATES, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 17, 1870.—Gen. W. W. 
Belknap, Secretary of War-—GENERAL: I most re- 
spectfully and urgently invite your attention at 
leisure to a matter of deep interest to future com- 
manding Generals of the army more than to my- 
self—of the imperative necessity of fixing and 
clearly defining the limits of the powers and duties 
of the General of the Army, or of whosoever 
may succeed to the place of Commander-in-Chief. 
The case is well stated by Gen. Grant in his 
letter of Jan. 29, 1866, to the Secretary of War 


no official answer recorded, l remember that Gen. 
Grant told me that the 
promptly assured him in conversation that he 


approved July 25, 1866, and provided that the , 

eral when commissioned ‘‘ may be authorized under 
the direction and during the pleasure~pf the Presi- 
dent to command the armies of the United States,’’ 
and a few days after—viz: July 28, 1866, the law 
was enacted which defined the military peace es- 
tablishment. The enacting clause reads: 

“ That the military peace establishment of the 
United States shall hereafter consist of five regi- 
ments of artillery. ten regiments of cavairy, forty- 
five regiments of infantry, the Professors and 
corps of cadets of the United States Military 
Academy, and such other forces as shall be pro- 
vided for by this act, to be known as the army of 
the United States.” 

The act then recites in great detail all the parts 
of the army, making no distinction between the 
line and staf, but clearly makes each and every 
part an element of the whole. 

Sec. 37 provides for a board to revise the army 
regulations and report, and declares that the regu- 
lations then in force—namely: those in 1863— 
should remain until Congress “shall act on said 
report;’’ and Sec, 338, and last, enacts and pro- 
vides ** that all laws and parts of laws inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act be and the same are 
hereby repealed.’’ 

Under the provisions of this law my predeces- 
sor, Gen. Grant, did not hesitate to command and 
make orders to all parte of the army, the Military 
Academy. and staff; andit was under his advice 
that the new regulations were compiled in 1868 that 
drew the line more clearly between the high and 
responsible duties of the Secretary of War and 
the General commanding the army. He as- 

many a time before I was called 
here to succeed him that he wanted me 
to perfect the distinction, and it was by 
his express orders that on assuming the command 
of the army I specifically placed the heads of the 
staff corps here in Washington in the exact rela- 
tion to the army which they would bear to an army 
in the field. 

Il am aware that subsequently in his order of 
March 26 he modified his former orders of March 
5, but only to the heads of bureaus in Washington, 
who have, he told me, certain functions of office 
imposed on them by special laws of Congress, 
which laws, of course, override all orders and regu- 
lations; but I did not understand either from him 
in person or from Gen. Rawlins, at whose instance 
this order was made, that it was designed in any 
way to modify, alter, and change his purpose that 
the department andidivision commanders, as well 
as the General of the Army, should exercise the 
same command of the staff as they do of the line of 
the army. 

I need not remind the Secretary that orders and 
reports are made to and from the Military Acade- 
my which the General does not even see, though 
the Military Academy is specifically named as a 
part of that army which he is required to command. 
Leaves of absence are granted, the stations of 
officers are changed, and other orders are now 
made directly to the army, not through the Gen- 
eral, but direct through other officers or the Adju- 
tant-General. 

So long as this is the case I surely do not com- 
mand the army of the United States and am not 
responsibdie for it. Lam aware that the confusion 
resulting from the fact that the thirty-seventh sec- 
tion of the act of July 28, 1866, clothes the army 
reguiations of 1853 with the sanction of law, but the 
next. section repeals all iaws and parts 
of laws inconsistent with the provisions of this 
act. The regulations of 1863 are but «a 
compilation of orders made prior.to the War, when 
such men as Davis and Floyd took pleasure in 
stripping Gen. Scott of even the semblance of 
power, and purposely reduced him to a cipher in 
the government of the army. Notone word can 
be found in these regulations speaking of the duties 
of the Lieut t-General commanding the army 
or defiuing a single act of authority that rightfully 
devolved on him. Not a single mention is made

The Treasury is on the hnat for anothe

The attention of the Controller of the Cur- 
rency was called taday to a dispatch from Chbi- 
cago stating that a committee had been ap- 
pointed to investigate the lawand fact bearing 
upon the complaints of tax discrimination 
against National banks under State laws, the 
Chicago bankers to join those of New York 
and Boston in the inquiry. 
there is no doubt the laws in many of the 
States imposing a tax upon capital invested in 
National-bank shares are so drawn that capita: 
so invested pays higher tax than capital in- 
vested in other joint stock enterprises or other 
personal property. This is in direct conflict 
with the law of Congress, which provides 
that the Legislature of each State 
may impose a tax upon capital invested in 
Natuona!l-bank stock under certain conditions, 
one of which ig *“ that the taxation shall not be 
at a ereater rate than assessed upon other 
moneyed capital in the bands of individual 
citizens of such State."’ Mr. Cannon said it is 
very difficult to enacta law taxing Nationai- 
bank shares and other personal property with- 
out injustice to capital invested in the bank, 
The principal reason for this is that tho hoild- 
ers of National-bank shares are publicly known, 
the stock easily located, ana the tax readily 
collected. Mr. Cannon will treat the subject of 
State taxation of National banks at length in 
his annual report. 


AUSTRIA SNUBS USB. 

The story comes through diplomatic circles 
that the Austrian Government bas decided to 
leave its m n to the United States vacant, 
and that Baron von Schaeffer, who has been 
Mifiieter bere for so many years, has been 
piacee upon the retired list, This is tne sequel 
to the Keiley incident. It shows that the Aus- 
trian Government is not content to accept the 
snub which the Administration bas attemptea 
to put npon it. if the United States mission 
to Vienna is to remain vacant  be- 
cause the Austrian Government did not 
choose to accept Keiley the Austrian 
mission to the United States is also 
to remain vacant. Itis difficult to see what 
the State Department has gained by diplomacy 
of this sort. The Austrian Government bas re- 
turned the snub to the United States in the quiet 
diplomatic manver for which that court is 
noted. Baron von Schaeffer went home to Vien- 
na on sick leave. The Keiiey incident occurred, 
It was semi-officiaily intimated here that if 
Austria did not choose to accept the choice of 
the United States as Minister the mission could 
remain vacant. The Austrian Foreign Of. 
fice then discovered that Baron von Schaeffer 
bas served \his full term as diplomat—- 
42 years—and ‘was entitied to be pensioned, and 
he bas been retired from the service as the 
Charge d'Affaires. Count Lipple bas been di- 

It is 
current gossip in diplomatic circles that Aus- 
tria will not appoint a Minister until the piace 
of Keiley is filled.

lt ia obvious to reply by a reference to the actual 
constituwon of things. Had that constitution been 
normal or morally undisturbed, it might have been 
held that revelation asan adminoiculum, an addi- 
tion to our natural faculties, would itself bave 
peen a disturbance. But the disturbance has, in 
truth, been created in the other scale of the bai- 
ance by departure from the Supreme Will by the 
introduction of sin; and reveiativn, as a special rem- 
edy fora special evil, is a contribution towards 
symmetry and towards restoration of the original 
equilibrium. 


Coming to Dr. Réville and his solar interpre- 
tation of Homer Mr. Gladstone is entirely in 
bis element. It is quite refreshing to read how 
he pul verises his opponent and convicts him at 
every turn of possessing hardly even the most 
superficial knowledge of his subject. One ex- 
tract only, on the use made by the solaristse of 
far-fetched etymologies, we can give: 


Strange, indeed, will be the effect of such a sys- 
tem if applied to our own case at some date in the 
far-off future; for it will be shown, inter alia, that 
there were no priests, but only presbyters, in any 
portion of Western Christendom; that our Dukes 
were simply Generals leading us in war; that we 
broke our fast at $8 in the evening (for dinner is but 
a compression of dejeuner); and even, possibly, 
that one of the noblest and most famous of En- 
giish bouses pursued habitually the humble occu- 
pation of a pig-driver. 

The peroration, ‘ff so we may étyle it, is 
rather detached from the essay, but is such 
a nobie piece of wri that we cannot but 
quote it. Nothing that has hitherto appeared 
can impair the 
Proof that in the Book, of which Genesis is the 
opening section, there is conveyed special knowl- 
edge to meet the special need everywhere so pal- 
pabie in the state and history of our race. Far 
indecd am 1 from asserting that this precious gift, 
or that any process known to me, disposes of all 
the problems, either insoluble or unsolved, by 
which we are surrounded; of 

“ The burden and the mystery 
Of all this unintelligible world.’’ 
But l own my surprise not only at tne fact, but at 
the manner in which, in this day, writers, whose 
name is Legion, unimpeached in character and 
aboundingin talent, not only put away from them, 
cast into shadow or into the very guif of negation 
itself, the conception of a Deity, an acting and 4 
ruling Deity. Of this belief, which has satisfied 
the doubts, and wiped away the tears, and found 
guidance for the tootsteps of so many a weury 
wunderer on earth, which among the best and 
greatest of our race has been so cherished 
by those who had if, and so ionged and 
sought for by those who had it not, we 
might suppose that it at lengih we had dis- 
covered that it was in the light of truth untenabie, 
that the accumulated testimony of man was worth- 
less, and that his wisdom was but folly, yet at 
least the decencies of mourning would be vouch- 
safed to this irreparabie loss. Instead of this, it 
is with a joy and exuitation that might almost re- 
call the frantic orgies of the Commune that this, at 
least at first sight terrific and overwhelming calam- 
ity, is accepted and recorded as a gain. One recent, 
and in many ways respected, writer—a woman 
long wont to vunship creed as sailors discharge 
excess of cargo in a storm, and passing ut length 
into formal atheism—rejoices to find her- 
seif on the open, free, and “breezy common of 
humanity.”” Anowher, also woman, and dealing 
only with the workings and manifestations of God, 
finds in the theory of a physical evolution as re- 
cently developed by Mr. Darwin, and received with 
extensive tavor, both an emancipation from error 
and a noveltyin kind. She rejoices to think that 
at last Darwin “ shows life as a harmonious whole, 
and makes the future stride possibile by the past 
advance.”’ Kvolutivn; that is, physical evolution, 
which alone is in view, may be true (like the solar 
theory), may be delightful and wonderful in its 
right place; but are we really to understand 
that varieties of animals brought about through 
domestication, the wasting of organs (for instance, 
the tails of men), by disuse, that natural selection 
and the survivai of the fittest, all in the physical 
order, exhibit to us the great arcanum of creation, 
the sum and centre of life, so that mind and spirit 
are dethroned from their old supremacy. are no 
longer sovereign by right, but may find somewhere 
by charity a piace assigned them as appendages, 
perhaps only as excrescences of the material crea- 
tion? I contend that evolution in its highest form 
has not been a thing heretofore unknown to his- 
tory, to philosophy, or to theology. I contend that it 
was before the mind of St. Paul when he 
taught that in the fullness of time God sent forth 
His Son, and of Eusebius, when he wrote the 
“ Preparation for the Gospel,” and of Augustine 
when he composed the ** City of God’’; and, beauti- 
ful end splendid as are the lessons taught by nat- 
ural objects, they are, for Christendom at least, in- 
definitly beneath the sublime unfolding of the 
great drama of human action, in which, through 
long ages, Greece was making ready a language and 
an intellectual type, and Rome a framewurk of or- 
der and an idea of law, such that in them were to 
be shaped and fashioned the destinies of a regen- 
erated world. For those who believe that the old 
foundations are unshaken still, and that the fabric 
built upon them will look down tor ages on the 
floating wreck of many a modern and boastful 
theory, it is dificult to see anything but infatua- 
tion in the destructive temperament which leads 
to the notion «nat to substitute a biind mechanism 
for the hand of God in the affairs of life is to en- 
large the scope of remedial agency; that to 
dismiss the highest of all inspirations is 
to elevate the strain of human thought 
and life; and that each of us is to rejoice that 
our several units are to be disintegrated at death 
into “ countiess militons of organisms ”’ ; for such, it 
seems, is the latest “revelation’’ delivered from 
the fragile tripod of a modern Delphi. Assurediy 
on the minds of those who believe, or else on the 
minds of those who after this fashion disbelieve, 
there lies some deep judicial darkness, a darkness 
that may be felt While disbelief in the eyes of 
faith is a sore calamity, this kind of disbelief, 
which renounces and repudiates with more than

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A Fight for Independence Rather than 
Revenge~Mr. Parnell’s Position in 
the Present Contest. 


Dustin, Nov. 5.—[Special Correspondence. } 
—The wisdom of depouncing more or less ail 
Irish measures coming trom an English Par- 
liament, those supposed to be beneficial as well 
as those intended to be coercive, has often been 
questioned by many friends of the Irish cause 
in America. ‘* Was the Land act not a great 
bill? Did itmot confer considerable benefits 
upon the Irish tenant farmer? Does the Pur- 
chase bill not embody a Land-League grinci- 
ple, and is not the Laborer’s act of a Socialist 
tendency? At least Irish writers and speakers 
On both sides Of the Atlantic have said some- 
thing of the kind about these concessions, and 


and all of these measures should be raved by 
advanced Irish land reformers at so littie value 
in the work of satisfying Ireland."’ 

Such criticism is pardonabie when made from 
abroad, especially when we koaow that these 
very bilis have been lauded here in Ireland by 
many who had better opportunities for study- 
ing the true motives of English statesmansbip 
in dealing with Irish questions than could 
possibly present themselves to distant lookers- 
on. If these bills were capable of dealing ef- 
fectively with tne inberent evils of Irish land- 
lordisti, it would be unjustifiable on our part 
not to acknowledge the beneficial character 
of such legislation. But they were neitber 
intended to remedy admitted social wrongs 
nor passed to serve any national purpose. 
They were meant but to disintegrate the forces 
of the national and agrarian revolution which 
was initiated upon new lines in the tormation 
of the Land League ir 1879. Had these bilis 
been accepted by the Irish people in a grateful 
spirit—had they even received a fair trial at 
our bands—Engiand’s traditional policy of

ETERNAL VIGILANCE THE PRICE OF LIB- 
ERTY. 

This popular victory over a policy which has 
hitherto succeeded in disarming Irish move- 
ments, when at the zenith of their power, by 
balf-measure concessions is the surest guar- 
antee that we are on the right track now for 
winning all the items in our program, national 
as well as social. The policy of making paltry 
concessions to Irish demands has repeatedly 
arrested the progress of tne Irish cause when 
continued perseverance would have succeeded 
in winning substantial remedies. This policy 
tended, moreover, to encourage among timid 
Nationalisis a belief in the capac‘ty of the 
Imperial Parliament to gradually eradicate 
the causes of Irish poverty and discon- 
tent. From thisto a “rest and be thankful” 
feeling in the country—the most dangerous of 
all obstacles in the path of real progress— 
would be but a natura! reaction. Well, it has 
been no easy task to combat these agencies of 
Nationalist disintegration from the passage of 
the Land act to the latest concession of the 
series—the Land-Purchase bili. Many of our 
ablest leaders have eulogized these resulta of 
the Land League and Parliamentary move- 


infinitiy these measures fell short of what 
would be a radical remedy for the social evils 
of lreiand, I fear our position at this moment 
would be the reverse of the hopeful prospect 
which now rises before us. 

To stop the progress of rea) reform in Ire 
land has beon the one and only purpose for 
whch Land acts, Arrears acts, Laborers’ bills, 
and purchase schemes have been sent over to 
us from Westminster during the last fire years; 
and I claim for those who have fought this in- 
sidious policy by every means in their power— 
and often under a maddening misrepresenta- 
tion of their mwotives—the credit due to them 
for a course of action which time proves to 
bave been as practical as it is truly national. 
Not only do! claim it to bave been a true national 
policy, but I maintain it to have been the only 
policy by which popular unity could be main- 
tained in the interests of the national cause. 
Farmers, satisfied with *“ fair’’ rent redrctions, 
would have no further inducement to support 
the National League; laborers in slightiy im- 
proved dwelling bouses would relapse into 
their normal political spathy, while purchasers 
(ander the Land Purchase bill), in the words 
of &. M. Hussey, one of the abiest and most 
unscrupulous land agents in Ireland, *‘ would 
find it to their interest to stop agitation.” To 
bave kept the land question still in line with 
the movement for national self-government 
was the only means by which the solidarity of 
our people could be maintained in a struggle 
both against landlordism and Castie rule, ana 
to this policy is due the fact, more than to any 
other circumstance, that Mr. Parnell finds 
himself today the head of a practically united 
Irish race, demanding tbe right to settie the 
land question, as well as every other question 
affecting the welfare of Ireland, in an Irish 
Nationai Parliament.

Tore this letter comes under the eyes of your 
readers the cable will have informed them how 
far Mr. Giadstone will enable this question to 
be answered, at least so far as the next Pariia- 
ment at Westminster will have to do with it.

I am of course assuming in this as in 
previous ietters that, outside of our own ef- 
forte bere in Ireiand and those of the Pariia- 
mentary party in Westminster, we are to look 
to Mr. Gladstone and his following for any real 
attempt to solve the problem of Irish gov- 
ernment.

Quotations went lower and lower, and when

the brokers assem bied about the 
pit was at a very high i pitch. 
During the hight of the excitement it was 
reported that three or four faiiures bad taken 
piace and that at least a dozen brokers were 
seriously embarrassed. This added to the ex- 
citement, and the turmoil was greater than 
ever. A piece of white paper, upon which was 
written in red ink, “F. P. Bool Jr.,"" was 
tacked to the front of the presiding officer's 
desk. This indication of Mr. Bool’s ill-luck 
was greeted with expressions of sympathy in 
his behalf. A little later the suspension of J. 
B. Lugar & Co. was announced. It was claimed 
by the friefids of the emburrassed brokers that 
the suspensions were temporary, and that they 
would be able to meet their engagements in 
full Monday next. 

The Secretary of the Consolidated Petroleum 
and Stock Exchange said, *‘ The aecline in 
petroieum is, I think, owing almost entirely to 
the manipulation of speculators. There is not 
sufficient change in the condition of the wells 
to have caused the great unsettiing of the 
market. The market is not actually over- 
stocked with petroleum.” 

In the early afternoon the market assumed 
a somewhat quieter tone, but the brokers 
were stillon the “ragged edge.’’ At 2 p. m. 
the price of pipe-line certificates was $1.00%. 
It was then thought that the downward move- 
ment had been partly checked, for the time 
being at least. Toward the close additional 
suspensions were feared.

AN INTERNATIONAL VERDICT. 

In the case of James M against Peter 
Stumpf, in which the plaintiff obtained a ver- 
dict of $8,000 last week for injuries sustained 
from a fall through defendant’s coal-bole on 
Cottage Grove avenue, a new trial was granted 
by Judge Anthony, and the case was 
transferred to Judge Gary’s docket.

TAXATION OF CORPORATE STOCK.

It is alleged that the value of the prop 
erty of the Chicago Drug & Chemical 
Company as fixed by Assessor Drake 
was $4,200, but that the Board of Equalization 
assessed the capital stock at $9,750, which was 
alsotaxed.

DOG.BITES AND SNAKE POISONS. 


SOMETHING ABOUT M. PASTEUR AND HIS 
WONDERFUL EXPERIMENTS. 

M. Pasteur’s recent discovery of a cure for hy- 
dropbobia has naturally attracted the attention 
of the world to the quiet laboratory in whicn 
the great scientist conducts his experiments. 
While in Europe the fatal pite of the mad-dog 
is dreaded, so the deadly bite of the snake 
is the hydrophobia of the Dur- 
ing his recent exploration of the 
Kalshari Desert Mr. Farini found that the na- 
tives with whom he was thrown into contact 
invariably carried a pouch of deadly dried 
snake poison as an antidote to the bite of the 
snake. The following account of a conversa- 
tion bad with Mr. Farini may not be mal a 
propos: ‘“ While exploring the Kalahari,’’ said 
Mr. Farini, “where extremely poisonous 
snakes abound, several of the nude na- 
tives being bitten by them came under my no- 
tice, and, strange to say, the untutored savage, 
although not knowing anything about similia 
similibus curantur, cure themselves by inocu- 
lating with other virus. There is not a native 
or a bunter that does not carry either the dried 
body of a deadly poisonous reptile called 

of the puff-adder, 
or capella. Their modus op- 
: As’ soon as possible after being 
bitten they make slight incisions closa to 
where the poison-fangs entered, into which 
they sprinkle some of the dried and powdered 
virus. The first effect is to induce sleepiness, 
the swelling soon goes down, and in a day or 
two they areas well as ever. Three of my 
oxen were bitten and cured by inoculation. 
One case of the Bushman who had cured the 
oxen I must specially mention. He boasted of 
not being afraid of being bitten. One day 
while walking dof the wagons I discov- 
ered a full-grown capella lying under a bush. 
1 called the Bushman and asked him to catch 
it if be was not afraid of being bitten. He 
replied he would if I would give him a roll of 
tobacco. 1 refused, not wishing to be acces- 
sory to his death. While I was waiting for the 
driver's whip to dispatch the snake the Busb- 
man gave the reptile a kick with his bare foot, 
and the horrible thing bit him. But the Busb- 
man coolly took from a little skin pouch some 
poison sacks, cut a piece off, and reduced it to 
powder, pricked his foot near the puncture, 
which had commenced to swell, and rubbed 
the virus powder in; one of the other Busb- 
men, who had killed the snake and extracted 
the poison cysts, handed one of them to bim; 
he squeezed a drop of poison out of it into 
some water and drank it; he seemed 
to fall into a kind of stuvor, in which 
he remained some bours. At first the swelling 
‘increased rapidiy, but began to subside after 
some bours; next moining he inoculated bim- 
self again; that night the swelling had com- 
pletely disappeared, and the fuurth day he 
seemed as weil aa ore and claimed the roll of 
tobacco."" Mr. Farimi took the precaution to 
bring home the poison of several snakes and a 
pornot of a N’anboo, which he is sending to 
M. Pasteur to experiment with.

Sheriffs then carried the trunks containing the 
envelopes of the eightecn wards except the Sixth 
down-stairs, and Messrs. Piautz and Swiit fol- 
lowed, each carrying one of the two ballot- 
boxes containing the ballots of the Sixth Ward. 
Mr. Cahill carried the envelopes, matches, seal- 
ing-wax, and other requisits. The party went 
on an elevator, and allowed no other passen- 
gers on it at the same time. 


TAKEN INTO COURT. 

They were takento the third, of the 
City-Hall, and crossed the rotun to the 
County-Buildimg, where they went straight 
into Judge Prendergast’s room and placed 
trunks, boxes, and all on thetabiles. At 10 
o'clock there were in the court-room C. H. 
Plautz, J. L.«Woodward, George B. Swift, A. 
W. Green, John G. Neumeister, Fred Forch, 
Dan Ray, Senator Riddie, and the Mayor's as- 
sistant secretary, John Fitzsimmons, and a 
number of persons not connected with 
the case. Most of those present took 
a look at the celebrated trunks and boxes and 
were disappointed on finding they looked like 


ordinary trunks and boxes, and had no outward 
sign of sacredness on them except an indefinit 
number of seals. 

At 10:05 the court convened. For a few 
momenta Judge Prendergast was busy with 
motions. Then he adjourned all other busi- 
ness,as be cuuld not attend to anything but the 
contest. A few minutes later Special-Commis- 
sioner Windes appeared. The court then asked: 

* Are you ready to proceed in the Mayoralty 
contest trunk matter? Are the counsel prea- 
ent and all sides represented?”’ 

Mr. Green replied that all his witnesses were 
present but Mr. King, who bad been sub- 

aed the day before. A bail ff said Mr. 
King bad not considered himseif subpoenaed 
because he had not received his witness’ fees. 
Another bailiff was sent-for Mr. King. It was 
discovered that Mr. Story was not present. He 
had been in the room about fifteen minutes 
before. The court said he would wait awhile 
and proceeded with other business. A bailiff 
went after Mr. Story. At 10:25j he entered. 
He was asked if he had his witnesses. He said 
he only had Capt. Finkbone. He would like to 
have more, but had not bad time to get them. 
Mr. King, not havimg arrived, the court said he 
would wait till 10:45 and then proceed no mat- 
ter whether there was anybody, present or pot. 
Mr. King came in soon after, and the case was 
taken up. The court ordered that none but 
counsel and witnesses on both sides and re- 
porters be allowed inside the rail. The per- 
sons who were inside the rail as witnesses for 
either side were Messrs. Woodward, Plautz, 
Neumeister, Swift, Bevins, Connor, King, 
‘Fitzsimmons, Ray, Murray, and Commissioner 
Windes. 

THE TRUNKS EXAMINED. 

The trunks were examined by all persons 
present. H. H. McMurry and E. A. Marks, 
employés of the trunkmaker from whom the 
trunks had been bought, examined them care- 


identified by those who sealed them and placed 
them in the trunks. A seai bearing the initials 
of the City Clerk in German types (C. H. P.) 
was presented to the court to be used by the 
Master in sealing the envelopes. The Master 
had requested Mr. Plautz to procure this seal. 
It bad been made Friday and there was no 
duplicate of it. The court said there might be 
objections raised to using such aseal. As it 
was a political controversy there would be 
charges and counter-charges if any other than 
an absolutely neutral seal was used. It was 
agreed by counsel on both sides to use the 
City Controller's seal. 


THE OFFICIAL SEAL. 

A bailiff was sent to the Controller’s office 
and returned with two seals of different size. 

The first trunk was opened at 11:15 by Mr. 
Plautz in sight of all the witnesses and the 
business of sealing began. Mr. Windes had a 
hard timo of it, and after having two patches 
of burning wax dropped on bis hands by the 
bailiff he requested to have somebody else do 
the sealing. An expert was procured from the 
United States Express office who did the seal- 

under the master’s supervision. The en- 
velopes were taken out of the trunk one ata 
time by Mr. Plautz, who called off 
the precinct ana ward and then hana- 
ed the envelope to the master, who 
examined it carefully and announced any 
irregularities in its appearance. Capt. Tink- 
bone and Mr. Swift and other witnesses kept 
memoranda of the envelopes examined and of 
broken seals and other irregularities. The en- 
velopes were then placed in a larger one. For 
this purpose they bad procured envelopes from 
the County Clerk of the kind used in making 
returns of county elections, which envelopes 
are of larger size than those used in city elecw 
tions. The envelope was sealed and handed 
back to the master, who placed a iabel with 
his name in his bandwriting over the flap and 
handed it back to Mr. Piautz. At noon court 
was adjourned,and the Judge stepped down 
from the bench and supervised the work on 
the floor below. Shortly after he retired to 
bis private room. No important irregularities 
were discovered. The moving of the trunk 
and turning it upside down to look at the bot- 
tom had caused a great many seals to be 
broken, 

A FEW IRREGULARITIES. 

Three packages were found marked Seconda 
Precinct of the Ninth Ward. One of them was 
ascertained to be from the Secondof the 
Seventh when it had been opened. The other 
two had been known to be there. After they 
had been sealed the envelopes were returned 
tothe trunk and the trunk locked by Mr. 
Piautz. Mr. Green said he expected to bring 
out testimony referring to the ballots Tuesday 
and be had no desire to have the trunks sealed. 
The first trunk was taken back to the City 
Clerk’s office at 2:45 and a recess of half an 
hourtaken. After the recess the second trunk 
was opened and the envelopes sealed in the 
same manner as those in the first trunk. 

The two boxes containing the bailots of the 
Sixth Ward were opened, the envelopes sealed 
and placed in the trunk with the rest of the 
envelopes. 

The seal that the master had used remains in 
the possession of the court until Tuesday 
morning, when it will be determined who sbali 
have custody of it.

BAD BLOOD ENGENDERED. 


THE RECENT ACTION OF THE PITTSBURG 
CONVENTION OF RABBIS SEVERELY CRITI- 
CISED AT BALTIMORE. 

BALTm™orE, Md., Nov. 21,-—Sermons were 
preached in this city today at the various Jew- 
ish synagogs denouncing the action of the recent 
convention of rabbis held at Pittsburg and 
severely criticising their published ideas on 
reformed Judaism. The Rev. Dr. 5z0ld, pastor 
of the Hanover Street Synagog, the most in- 
fluential in the city, was particularly severe in 
his strictures, and the official body has taken 
action looking to the severance of its connec- 
tion with the American Hebrew congregations, 
by which tne Jewish seminary at Cincinnati is 
supported. There is a great deal of bitter feel- 
ing among both the orthodox and Reformed 
Hebrews over -the assertion made that ‘* the 
rite of circumeision is a relic of barbarism,’ 
and that the idea of a personal God is old-fashb- 
ioned and should be aboiished. 


“TRUTHFUL JEEMS.” 


A WILD, WEIRD FAIRY STORY FROM THE 
LAND OF TOM OCHILTREE. 

There were three or four old codgers seated 
around a stove in the back room of an Austin 
saioon toasting their shins and spinning yarns. 
An old stage-driver named Smooth, with a bald 
head and a jong beard, which probably owed its 
peculiar color to his habit of chewing tobacco 
for the last forty years, spoke up and said: 
“The best-hearted man I ever knew in my life 
was Bob Hinkley, who used to be Sheriff up in 
Nebraska in the early days. He was the whit- 
est man leversaw. He was the easiest man 


on prisoners that ever lived. When a prison- 
er’s time was up he always refused to go; he 
had such a nice timein jail. By thunder, in

Weill, 
one day—it was awful warm—Sberiff Hinkiey 
sent a man who wasin for murder across the 
street to aBaloon to bring over a trayful of 
drinks for the prisoners. We waited for a good 
while, and one of us hollowed out from the jail 
window for the murderer to bring over them 
drinks quick, as we were suffermg for them. 
But he didn’t come back wortha cert. When 

b Hinkley came im we said to him. * Mr. 

heriff, that murderer ain't got back with them 
drinks.’ It was hinted around among us that 
the murderer had lit out, but old Bob wouldn't 
listen to it. He burst into tears, and said: ‘I 
know that poor boy hasn't left me. Somebody 
musthave kidnaped him. I am sure some- 
thing must have happened to him. Come, 
boys, let’s bunt him up.’ And all the jail- 
birds, counterfeiters and the like, turned out 
and hunted that whole town over.” 

**Did they find the missing murderer?’’ 

“ Yos, we found him. It was just as Sheriff 
Hinkley, or Bob,.as we used to call him, said. 
The murderer never ran away. He had been 
kidnaped by a vigilance committee and was 
hanging to a tree, 80 we never got those drinks. 
We all came back to jaii feeling very blue. 
After that we prisoners quit strolling about 
town and going out hunting, but Bob Hinkley 
made it so comfortable for us that we didn’t 
care to stroll. He had a saloon, a reading- 
room, a shootmmm gallery, and a billiard-table 
fixed up for us in jail for fear be might lose 
some of us. It ain’t often you find a Sheriff 
takimg such good care of the prisoners.” 

The speaker, having finished, got up and 
strolled out. One of the other old codgers 
spoke up, and motioning to the retreating form 
of the last speaker, said: 

“He ain’t himself now, but when he was 
& younger man, before he lost his memory and 
his imagination, he could lie some I tell you. 
He is losing bis grip, powerful. If he don’t do 
better after a while, people will call him 
**truthful Jeems.”’—Siftings.

The greatest social difficulty in this country 
arises from the terrible excess of women over 
men. It is less in Ireland than in Great Britian, 
because ghe emigration from Ireland includes 
a larger proportion of females than is found 
among the emigrants of any other country, but 
still is very high there. In Austraiasia, on the 
contrary, there is an excess of men over women 
ot 231,000. It would be for the benefit of the 
United Kingdom, as weil as Australasia, if some 
energetic and efficient authorities were created 
in each country to endeavor to rectify the evils 
from which both suffer, and which, as far as 
our colonies are concerned, could easily be 
done by us. Suppose that some central au- 
thority was established in each kingdom, with 
numerous branches, and that well-conducted, 
healthy girls would obtain passages to the col- 
onies free and on their arrival there would be 
taken care of by duly conatituted authorities 
until they procured employment or were other- 
wise provided for. There could be no doubt 
but that most of them would find 
husbands in a year or two The 
cost of such a systematic emigration 
would repay itself in the larger consumption 
of our goods which an increased population in 
our colonies would necessitate. At present

some of our colonies, but not more than suf- 
ficient to balance the numberof male emi- 
grants.

Supply Needed. 


Great Saving Made by Going Through 
the Centre of a Block Instead 
of the Streets. 


A Way by Which Telegraph, 
Electrio-Light, and Other Wires 
Oan Be Carad For. 


The recent discussion of the bold attempt of 
the Electric Underground Conduit Company to 
vain possession of the areas under the side- 
walks of the city for the purpose of laying its 
pipes and wires has brought to the surface a 
plan for the laying of mains and conduits of 
all descriptions suggested by Mr. Henry C. 
Rew. His plan was originally devieéd to meet 
the especial needs of gas-pipes, but it is also 
adapted to other uses as well, such as the lay- 
ing of conduits for telegraph anda telephone 
wires, for water-pipes, and pneumatic tubes. 
But he is especially interested in improved 
processes for the manufacture of gas, which he 
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| lines. The followimg cut fully illustrates the 


principle of the new plan: 
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The dotted lines represent the mains as laid in the streets after the present fashion and the continuous 


ones the mains as laid through the blocks. 


considers the coming fuel, and it was in study- 
ing out this subject that he arrived at the con- 
clusion that too many pipes were laid to admit 
of a cheap gas, as well as that too much 
waste was inourred, and too little wis- 
dom shown in its manofacture. In 
studying out the details be found that gas 
could be made much more cheaply than it is 
now placed upon the market, but that even 
after the improvements in cost of manufact- 
ure bad been made there would be still a difi- 
culty, because it wouid be impossible to pro- 
vide the pipes for supplying it in accordance 
with the old system. At present from 60,000 
to 70,000 feet of gas is being made from a ton 
of coal (costing $6) by using the water process, 
and utilizing the two heat-producing gases of 
water, oxygen and hydrogen, making the cost 
of gas, all told, about 30 cents per 1,000 cubic 
feet. He found, he says, upon furtber inves- 
tigation that with improved processes the gas 
now soid at $1.50'per 1,000 feet could be made 
and profitably sold at 10 cents per 1,000 cubic 
feet, provided a better system of delivering it 
was devised. It would then be as cheap or 
cheaper than coal, and the demand for it in 
grates, stoves, boilers, furnaces, and eise- 
where wherever coal is now used 
would increase the consumption a thousand- 
fold. The figures of gas companies show, he 
said, that not over one-third of the people in 
the territory supplied with gas-pipes are con- 
sumers of gas, and that the average of con- 
sumption winter and summer is about four 
hours per day. If the gas were cheapened, he 
argued, they would all use it in place of crude 
fuel, and the use would be six times as long as 
the present figures show, or twenty-four hours 
per day insome form or other. Then, at the 
lowest calculation, each individual would burn 
from fifty to sixty times as much in quantity, 
thus making the consumption all told a thou- 


sang times greater than before everybody 
began to use it for heat, light, power, and cook- 


THE PROBLEM OF MAINS AND PIPES. 

Having proceeded by a gradual process to 
this point, the inventor came to a halt. A serious 
difficulty appeared to present itself in the way 
of mains and pipes through which this great 
volume of gas could be supplied, and the rind 
dwelt with awe upon. the elaborate and intri- 
cate system of pipes which traverse the streets 
of acity, and the unnecessary length of the 
same owing to the many crooks and turns 
made in their alniost zigzag course. With such 
immense lengths of‘pipe and the attendant 
waste and friction it was evident that the de- 
mands could not well be supplied for any ordi- 
nary territory through pipes Jaid in the streets, 
as there would be no room for them. The 
mains required to deliver 1.000 times as much 
gas as is now supplied are shown in the follow- 
ing table: 
No. of Mains. 


This table is computed on the hypothosis 
that the pressure on the gas is the same in each 
case; the quantity delivered being proportion- 
al to the fifth powerof the square root of the 
diameter. But in practice one can increase 
the effective pressure in proportion to the 
square root of the diameter, and the velocity 
increases as the square root of the pressure. 
Hence, if the mechanical conditions permitted, 
the pressure might be so much increased with 
the size of the pipe as to ailow the largest to 
be reduced to nine feet in diameter. It is 
probable, however, that the condensation in- 
volved by this pressure would be too great for 
ordinary qualities of gas; but the diameter of 
the largest could be reduced to less than ten 
feet, and the others in smaller proportion. 

The laying of such a great number of mains 
in the streets is, of course, out of the question, 
and it is seen that when the number's reduced 
their size rapidly increases until the casting, 
cane 0 i and laying.are niso-entirely im~ 
practicable. ee ; ' 

Owing to the groat advantages afforded’ by 
natural gas in Pittsburg it was clearly demon- 
strated to bis mind that either ali manufactur- 
ing establishments would eventually be com- 
pelled to goto Pittsburg or else provide a dif- 


pon the 
walk areas, to which it bas no right and 
which cannot be secured. 


Mr. Rew has a patent covering this method 
of laying conduits ana mains of every descrip- 
tion, and he bas other patents pending cover- 
ing minor details of the system. He is now in 
search of the best methods of generating gas 


in large yolumes, and intends to begin opera-. 


tions 1n this city in the spring of °86, if not 
sooner, baving in view the delivery af gas as a 
common articie of fuel, the suppression of the 
smoke nuisance, and the demonstration of the 
tact that the manufactories of Chicago will not 
be compelled to move to Pittsburg to optain 
gas of the finest quality at very low rates. 


IMPUDENT CATTLEMEN. 


THEY HOLD POSSESSION OF GOVERNMENT 
LAND IN DEFIANCE OF THE PRESIDENT’S 
PROCLAMATION. . 

WASHINGTON, D.C., Nov. 21.—Reports from 
agents of the General Land-Office indicate 
that little or no attention was paid by the cat- 
tlemen who had illegally inclosed public lands 
to the President’s message of last summer 
commanding the removal of the fences. 
Commissioner Sparks today sent about forty 
letters to the Secretary of the Interior, each 
letter specifying and describing an illegal in- 
closure of public land, giving the name of the 
holder or holders, and each recommending 
that the matter be brought to the attention of 
the Attorney-General, with a view to the 
institution of both civil and criminal 
proceedings against the offenders. Mr. Sparks 
also recommends that these cases be laid be- 
fore the President with the request tnat be 
exercise the authority conferred upon him by 
Congress in the matter. The act of Congress 
confers the power to make use of the mil- 
itary to secure the removal of the fences.

THE CANAL WATERWAY. 


WHAT MAY BE DONE BY GIVING THE BRICK- 
MAKERS MORE CLAY. 
Circumstances have indirectly put it within 


and valuable waterway. The step would ap 
pear to be quite proper and open to no objec- 
tion whatever. The bdbrickmakers iocated 
along the canal bave now exhausted the sup- 


ply of clay within four miles of Bridgeport 
which was removed from the bed of the canal 
during its construction and deepening. They 
bh aiso taken out ail the availiable clay ne 

ch of the distance that lay within the nine- 
ty-foot right of way beionging to the State on 
the north side of the canal. The towpath, of 
course, still remains and separates the canal 
from a dry ditch wider and almost as deep as 
the canal iiseif. The brickmakers, having ex- 
hansted the supply of maverial, are now con- 
templating removal. 

Their removai will be a great mistake and 
the Commissioners sbou!ld take measures to 
prevent it. Fortunately sufficient inducement 
for them to remain can be easily offered. gIt be 
simply permission t© use the material 
posing the towpath. There are some sevente 
canaiboats, of which sixty-three or sixty-four 
are propelled by steam, and about haif a dozen 
whieh are moved by the old-fashioned method 
of towing. The preservation of the towpath 
is therefore of reiativeiy little importance. It 
becomes of ho importance whatever when it 
is con that a small tug can be hired at 
a email expense to do the towing for the few 
remaining borse-power boats over this short 
distance. The brickmakers can then continue 
their work and the enlargement of the canal 
will go on rapidly to the benefit of all con- 
cerned. 

There can be no diction to the plan, since 
the work will go on without expense to the 
State ana no rights are iost. A strip of ten 
feet on the outer edge of the right of way 
sbould be preserved by the Commissioners. 
Tois will give them control of the frontage, 
and afford opportunity for the reéstablishment 
of the towpath shoud it become necessary. 
Then, with eighty feet on either side of the 
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present canal excavated, there will be, instead , 
of the present small affair, a canal of 220 fect |

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management. The boys begin at once on 
model and object drawing, and under skillful 
instruction soon acquire great proficiency. No 
time is spent on making pictures. The exbibit 
last June was remarkable for the amount of 
the work, over 3,600 sheets having been com- 
pieted.. The drawing goes hand in hand with 
the shop work, the latter frequently beimg 
based on the pupil's own working drawings. 
For instance, each member of the present 
senior class has made complete working draw- 
ings of an emery-grindimg machine, from which 
the class has made several sets of patterns. 
From these patterns castings will be made 
and the machines finished by the pupil«. 
The drawing-teacher is Mr. E. B. Ferson, a 
graduate of the Massachusetts State Normal 
Art School. The drawing room is supplied 
with geometrical models, a complete steam en- 
gine taken to pieces, and other objects for draw- 
ing. President E. W. Blatchford has just pre- 
sented the school with a number of casts se- 
lected by himself in London. The academic 
work of the school contains the most 
practical studies of a high-school course— 
algebra, geometry, trigonometry, physics, 
chemistry, wbysiology, etc.. In this depart- 
ment are found an air-pump, electrical ma- 
chine, and other philosophical apparatus, a 
complete set of physiological models, and other 
appliances for instruction in the academic 
work. A chemical laboratory for pupils’ work 
is now being equipped, and will be ready when 
needed. 

The teachers in charge of the school-rooms 
are William R. Wickes, A. M., a man of many 
yeare’ successful experience, and A. L. Dan- 
ieis, Ph. D., who added to his college course 
here six years’ study of mathematics and 
physics in the University of Gdttingen, Ger- 
many. 

YOUNG APPETITES. | 

A visit to the school would be incomplete 
without a glance at the lunch-room, where, at 
1 o'clock, a hundred and fifty bungry boys en- 
deavor to satisfy their appetites. Appreciat- 
ing the bad effects of a cold lunch, or no lunch 
at all, Director Belfield has arranged for a 
warm, light meal, with coffee and fruit, which 
is served at a nominal expense to ail who de- 
sire it. The room is well lighted, warmed by 
steam, and provided with chairs and tables, the 
latter made by the boys. 

This Chicago school was modeled after the 
St. Louis Manuail-Training School, and ohas al- 
ready served as a model for several others. It 
is an institution of which Chicago and the 
Commercial Club may well be proud, and de- 
serves, as it is receiving. the commendation of 
the best classes of Chicago's citizens. It is 
not a money-making institution; it is not even 
self-supporting, the smal! tuition-fee charged 
not paying more than one-half of the current 
expenses. Small as the tuition is—$60, $80, 
and $100 for the first, second, and third 
years, respectively—it is beyond the means of 
many a boy who would giadly avail himself of 
the advantages of the school. 


THE OPPORTUNITY. 


to supplement the good work of the Commer- 
cial Club by indorsing scholarships, or other- 
wise providing for the tuition of worthy boys. 
The fees of several pupils have thus been paid 
since the opening of the school, one 
man having paid $240, the amount for the full 
three years: course, the beneficiary being se- 
lected by the director. Other men have them- 
selves selected pupils and are paying their tui- 
tion as it becomes due. But no Chicago noble- 
man has yet equaied the generosity of Mr. 
Cupples of St. Louis in this particular re- 
spect. Mr. Cupples gave Director Woodward 
of the St. Louis Manual-Training School every 
year for a number of years $3,000, to be ap- 
propriated to the payment of the tuition of pu- 
pils needing pecuniary assistance. A few 
months ago three St. Louis men endowed the 
St. Louis schoo! with $115,000, the interest on 
which with the tuition fees makes the school 
self-supporting and enables its authorities to 
bestow its advantages where they are most 
needed. 

The entering cl of the Chicago school has 
hitherto been limitéd to seventy-two; but ar- 
rapgements will be perfected for the admission 
of double that number next September. Di- 
rector Belfield believes, from past experience, 
that there will be no lack of applicants, but 
that many excellent boys will be refused un- 
less provision shail haye been made for paying 
their tuition. 

Much of the credit for the success of the 
school ig due to the efficient and vainstaking 
director, Mr. H. H. Belfield, upon whose 
shoulders bas fallen much of the responsibil- 
ity for the organization of the teaching staff. 
Mr. Belfield has given his undivided time to 
the work during the last two years and at last 
has the satisfaction of seeing it upon a suc- 
cessful and prosperous basis. His qualifica- 
tions for the position of director are revog- 
nized wherever be is known. He wahis 
selected for the position by Mr. &E. 
W. Blatchford, President of - the Board 
of Trustees, who has bad much to 
do with the active management of the school. 
Mr. Beifield has been a resident of Chicago for 
nineteen years. He was for ten years princi- 
pai of the Jones and Dore schools, and for sev- 
en anda half years after that was the principal 
of the North Division High School, which posi- 
tion he resigned to aceept the position of Direc- 
tor of the Manual-Training School. The school 
bas been fortunate in having the services of so 
unselfish and devoted a preceptor, who has 
united to long experience as a teacher a natu- 
ral mechanical bent and training, inasmuch as 
he comes from a family somewhat widely 
known for ts mechanical aptitude.

In New York this year Mr. Blaine 
was courteously snubbed through friends who 
wanted him to speak for the State ticket.

While 
it does not foliow that Mr. Biaine’s candidacy 
for the Republican nomination is determined 
upon, it is certain that his eager friends have 
resolved upon it, even if they may bave to 
abandon it after some elections which will oc- 
cur in the two years that are abead in 
advance of the nominating conven- 
uons of the two National parties. 
Should Blaine and Sherman be the leading 
candidates for the Republican nomination, 
they would confront each other with identical 
records as to the questions of sound currency, 
which Sherman’s friends contend he estab- 
lished, and wmecn Blaine advocated. Both are 
protectionists. These questions bave fur- 
nished the Republicans their pleas for pubiic 
faith in the Republican party. Both Sherman 
and Blaine have, within recent memory, been 
conspicuous in the agitation as to the negro in 
Southern politics, and both have been con- 
demned by popular verdict—in Virginia at 
least. While Sherman and Biaine may be con- 
testants for New York’s ‘ business element,’ 
to whosé influence in. choosimg Presidential 
candidates so much consequence is attached in 
the counsels of both political parties, there are 
other consideration’. Mr. Sherman has an 
‘eye to the windward’ always. An Obio Dem- 
ocratic member of Congress lately said that, 
while he had ‘hoped tor the best,’ be never 
had auy faith in Democratic success in the late 
October election in Ohio, because, in a long 
series of years, whenever John Sherman 
wanted Ohio he got it.

Another stirring up of bad blood has been 
caused by the publication of the text of the 
new extradition treaty lately concluded, in cir 
cumvention of the Bundesrath and the Reichs- 
tag, between Russia and Bavaria. The treaty 
is almost an exact copy of the one concluded 
between Russia and Prussia some time ego, 
and the more advanced Liberal papers regard 
this second circumvention of the Imperial 
Legislature by single States treating directly 
with foreign Powers as a new proof of the in- 
tent of the Government to deprive the Reichs- 
tag of all other prerogatives and rights but the 
one to have a voice in the levy and expenditure 
of the revenue. The terms of the treaties are 
bad enough, including, as they do, among the 
offenses on account of ‘which extradition may 
be conceded, not only all felonies, but the 
smallest misdemeanors, such as insults offered 
to a police officer, etc. If anybody should 
have had the wisfortune to insult 
a member of the imperial family of Russia be 
must be delivered to the Russian authorities on 
demand. The treaty is considered to be entire- 
ly one-sided, as no German who is guilty of 
only minor offenses is likely to be foolish enough 
to seek in Russia refuge from the law, and if he 
does he will be considered sufficiently punisbed 
by the authorities as well as by public opinion. 
Larger offenders are already extraditabie by 
former treaties.

Of all the countries outside of the United 
States Germany bas been the quickest to adopt 
the services of the telephone, and in some of 
its larger cities the number of telephones in 
use is proportionately not any less than in 
America. The possibilities of its use as a 
means of communication are attested to by the 
fact that the Railway Bureau of thé Empire 
bas instituted inquiries into the extent to 
which 1t is employed as an auxiliary of or asa 
substitute for the electric telegraph in the 
railway service, the intention being to utilize the 
results thus far attained for publication and as 
a basis tor further experiments. From the re- 
ports received it appears. that the telephone 
is experimented with as a substitute for the 
electric telegraph on nearly al! the rail- 
roads in Germany; that it has been definitly 
adopted as an auxiliary by a number of rail- 
roads of a total length of 17,772 English miles, 
and that on some roads it has already entire- 
ly superseded the electric telegraph in the sig- 
nal service. Although the Railway Bureau 
admits that the trials have neither been ex- 
tensive enough nor of sufficient length of time 
to give perfect assurance of the sufficiercy of 
the telephone for all the purposes of the rail- 
way service, it is evidentiy of the opinion that 
it will reach the perfection required in the 
course of time. !

ligion. It is about 2,600 years since this event 
took place, but the ancient worsbip of the 
Samaritans exists to thie day; so also does the 
bitter antagonism which they and the Jews 
mutually entertain for each pther. 

This is the oldest nationadPfeud probably in 
existence, but as fresh as if it only originated 
yesterday. Like the Jews, the Samaritans 
have managed to survive all the vicissitudes 
of fate, but with the difference that a small 
remnant bas clung through them all to the 
locality in whi they were originally estab- 
lished, though they have dwindied in 
numbers to 160 souls. As an ethnolog- 
ical fraction of antiquity they are, per- 
haps, the most interesting group of 
people extant. The first one I ever made ac- 
quaintance with was a young man who called 
upon mein a mysterious manner one day in 
Halfa. He handed me a document in Arabic, 
in which, after stating that for certain reasons, 
which be implied were by no means discredit- 
able to him (he was an outcast from his own 
people), he implored charity, and requested me 
‘**to cast upon him a regard of compassion and 
benevolence,” The document further said: 

All that I have inherited from my parents and 
ancestors is a manuscript written in ancient 
Hebrew, 900 years old, containing two chapters of 
the Bible, including the commandments, which I 
beg to offer you in the hope that you will recom- 
pense me in return by a bum which will relieve my 
istress. 

He signed himself *“Sheilabi, the son of 
Now, I knew that 
Jacobies Sheliabi was the spiritual bead of the 
sect, for be had been in London under the title 
ot “The Prince of the Samaritans,’ and the 
romance which attended his style ari dignity 
had, it was reported, even captivated a fair 
Englishwoman, whO was willing to become a 
Samaritan for his sake. Fortunately for her, 
“the Prince’’ was already married, a fact 
which I believe he only divulged on bis return 
to his native land. 

Anyhow, bere was the son of a Prince in 
distress, and here was an extremely ancient 
and curious manuscript for sale. The youth 
looked such a scawp, however, that he did not 
enlist my sympathies. I suspected that be bad 
lost bis money by gambling, wich proved aft- 
erward to be the case; so when be said he con- 
sidered the manuscript worth $10 I offered him 
$1, on which he retired indgnantiy. A few 
days later, however, he reappeared, took bis 
dollar thankfully, and 1 retain possession of 
the manuscript. It is on coarse parchment of a 
yellowish brown color, two feet six iong, and 
fifteen inches wide. It was evidently originally 
longer, but has been torn aff. One edge has 
been subjected to the action of fire. The 
writing is in transverse coiumns, each column 
thirteen inches long by five wide, and contain- 
ing from sixty to seventy lines. The char- 
acters are of the old Samaritan type, small, 
rude, and irregular, @iffeang in many im- 
portant respects from the ancient Hebrew, 
and iliegibie to a good modern Hebrew scholar 
to whom I have shown lt. I have no doubt, 
however, that it could be deciphered by an ex- 
pert in such mattera, whe would aiso be able 
to establish from the of the char 


on my interest in the 
Samaritan question, ,and when 1 was at Na- 
blous I visi the synagog, examined the 
ancient Thorab, or book of the law, and bave 
since looked into the subject generally. The 
ancient synagog was appropriated by the 
Mosiems some centuries ago. The modern 
building is a small, unpretentious, oblong 
structure. The walls are rough and white- 
washed, and the roof is vaulted with two little 
domes in the centre. The mizbah, or altar, is 
about five feet square, covered with a veil of 
yeliow silk. Within are receptacies for the 
sacred books. Of these the most valuable are 
never shown to strangers. One or two per- 
sons have, however, seen the most ancient, 
which the Samaritans claim to have been writ- 
ten by Abishua, the son of Phinehas, 3,500 
years ago. Itis only seen by the congrega- 
tion once a year, when elevated above the 
priest’s head the Day of Atonement. 

The book opens much in accordance with 
the Biblical narrative, but no less than four 
chapters are devoted to the history of Balaam 
and his death, being an enlargement of one 
Biblical verse. The conquest of Shechem by 
Joshua contains an account of the miraculous 
discomfiture of the enemy, and of a letter sent 
by bim announcing it to Eleazar, the priest, 
‘fastened to the wings of adove. It contains 
also the account of a new iceague against the 
children of Israel under a King calied Saubac, 
in conjunction with the Kings of five other 
towns, which can all now be identified. A 
thrilling narrative of the battle which takes 
place between Joshua and these Kings at Ei 
Sejjun, on the ancient Megiddo (Armageddon), 
is also given. With this episode the bistory of 
the war ends. The chief value of the book 
lies, however, in the light it throws upon the 
ancient geography of Samaria. Out of a total 
of thirty-one places mentioned in it thirteen 
are within the confines of Samaria, and most 
of these are not to be found in the Bible. 

The Samaritan chronicle goes back to the be- 
ginning, and gives the astronomical reckoning 
from Adam. Some of its topographical details 
are of much value. ‘Thus it contains a list of 
twenty-two towns where the High Priest who 
succeeded Tobiah resided, all being apparent- 
ly in Samaria as far as they can be identified. 
It is known thar in the second and third cent- 
uries the Samaritans were ina very flourish- 
ing condition, and had colonies in Egypt, and 
even a synagog in Rome. The chronicle 
gives their possessions in Palestine as allotted 
by the High Priest Baba the Great, about 160 
years after the destruction of Jerusaiem. This 
description is interesting, as it seems to in- 
clude ail Palestine, with the exception of Judea 
proper, to the mountains of which the Jews 
are by this description confined. 

At a later period the chronicle gives a list of 
those towns which were inbabited by the Sa- 
maritans after the Hejira. This is a period 
when very little is known of this nation. The 
places mentioned extend nearly over the whole 
of Palestine outside of Judea, and colonies are 
also mentioned in Damascus, Cairo, and Baal- 
bek. Thereis a ruin about five miles from 
Haifa called Kefr Samir, or the town of the 
Samaritans, which 1 occasionally Visit to grub 
for inscriptions, which was one of their colo- 
nies. Those at Gerar and Gaza lasted till the 
present century, but none are to be found now 
outside of Nablous. It is only to be expected 
that the chronicle should centre ail the holy 
places ot the Samaritans at Shechem or Na 
bious. 

The fifth article of the Samaritan creed was 
the assertion that Gerizim was the chosen 
abode of God upon earth. Here Adam and 
Seth raised altars; bere Meichiseded, servant 
of the Most High God, was met by Abraham— 
for Gerizim the Samaritans hold to the present 
day is the bighest mountain in the world, the 
only one not covered by the flood. Here Abra- 
ham offered up leaac, the very spot being shown 
on the eastern brow of the mountain; and, in- 
deed, as Dean Stanley has argued, it is as like- 
ly to be bere as at Jerusalem, as Josephus and 
the Taimudists affirm. Gerizim was also the 
site of Jacob’s vision, and, finally, it was on 
Gerizim, and not on Ebal, just oppos:t, as stated 
in the Bibie, that, according to the Samaritans, 
Joshua erected, first an altar, afterwards the 
tabernacie, and last!y a temple. 

The fourth and lastof tame known ancient 
sacred books of the Samaritans is the fire-tried 
manuscript. It consists of 217 ieaves, contain- 
ing the iaw from the twenty-ninth verse of the 
first chapter of Genesis to the blessing of Moses 
in Deuteronomy. It ie much worn. The let- 
ters are not so smali as those of Abishua’s 
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up behind him, 
‘What are you talking to yourself

What is the real state of M. Grévy’s health? 
Very precarious, say the pbysicians. ast 
Thureday be had a bad turn. There was a 
Ministerial council that day, and the discussion 
was not such as to soothe bis irritated nerves. 
After. i was over he went out to walk in the 
Elysée gardens. He used to be fond of taking 
long walks, but since his election as President 
he has neglected the habit. He waa alone in 
the garden, and walked about a few minutes 
and then, feeling lonely, set out for the Champs 


Elysées, where be knew there would be a crowd, | 


as it was a fine, sunny day. After waik- 
Ing some distance he felt tired, and de 
cided to complete the trip in a cab and save 
his strength for walking when he reached 
the Champs. As he opened the cab-door 
to step in the horse started. M. Grévy was 
struck slightiy by the door and feli to the 
ground. He was taken up senseless, and it 
was some time before he regained

‘was in a precarious condition, fror ich, now 
six daye since, be bas not recovered. “ Were 
hia. real condition known to the public,”” said 
the doctor to me, “it would cause a panic. 
For four days he has bad no feeling in his feet 
and legs. It is a sort of senile paralysis, from 
which be may recover or he may not. He has 
lost flesh terribly, too, and he can scarcely 
speak above a whisper.”” Ciémenceau, who is 
a very able doctor, called daily to 
see him and looked very grave. But the bulle- 
tins-that have been issued have been hopeful. 
It would not do to let the people know the dan- 
ger he isin. I do not think the French people 
would ever be able to stand week after week 
and month after month at the bedside of a dy- 
ing President, as the American people did at 
the bedside of Garfield. They are too impul- 
sive and excitable. The last few days bave 
been a great strain upon them. Not seemg M. 
Grévy in public, they bave grown suspicious 
that the bulletins do not tell the truth. Ac- 
cordingly, the physicians will make a desper- 
ate effort to brace him up with stimulants and 
get him before the public eye tomorrow; pos- 
sibly today. That will reassure the people. 


CHEESEPARING IN HIGH PLACES. 

M. Grévy’s life at the Palace of the Elysée 
has been a monotonous one. His daily routine 
is about this: He rises at 8 and takes for 
breakfast a roll and a cup of chocolate. Then 
he goes down-stairs and receives visitors in the 
great east parlor. He receives them, seated in 
acapacious gushioned chair. If the weather 
is cold be is seated close by the fire, with his 
feet buried in a huge fur rug. At noon he bas 
a plain bat substantial lunch, sometimes with 
a tew friends at table. After this he repairs to 
the billiard-room and spends an hour or two 
at bis favorit game. The rest of the afternoon 
be devotes to his private business affairs, taik- 
ing with bis agents in the garden—if the 
weather is pleasant. Then comes din- 
ner, and after that the President 
reads an hour or two and goes to bed before 9. 
Not one evening in ten does be go out in com- 
pany. One day a week there is a Ministeriai 
council, which takes the place of the morning 
reception of visitors. 1 suppose such an exist- 
ence contrasts very strangely with that of the 
busy American President, who is overworked 
most of the time. M. Grévy is very rich and 
very miserly. He eats plain food because he 
is too stingy to buy dainties. How much he is 
worth no one knows, but it cannot weil be lesa 
than $7,500,000, a large part of which is in Paris 
houses. Aud he is saving money all the time 
out of his salary. Of course, he lives rent- 
free. The State also furnishes ail the 
fuel, lights, servants, furniture, and 
household utensils of every sort. He 
also gets all fruits and vegetables tree from the 
Versailles gardens. He has free passes over 
the railroads, and so the large sum annually 
allowed for traveling expenses is a clear sav- ' 
ing. The State allows him to shoot all the 
game be wants in the public forests, and he 
not only furnishes his own tdbie in that way, 
but sells enough of the game to pay alli his 
grocery bills. M. Grévy is a grasping land- 
lord, and gets higher rents for his houses than 
any one else in Paris could. He owns the 
house M. Ducierc, lately Premier, occupies. 
Ducilere bad been paying $1,600 a year for it. 
But wheu M. Grévy cailed bim to be Premier 
he also at once raised the rent to $2,000. 
‘Surely you can atrord to pay that much more 
rent,”’ said Grévy, “since I have given you 
such a fine office.” But when Duclere haa to 
resign office the rent was not lessened agzin.

In the more 
sedate passages, perhaps, he will be judged 
least at ease. The delicate trony of Coriolanus in 
his pleas to the citizens is at Salvini’s hands but 
too lightly veiled, and becomes alternately fierce 
invective and ponderous sarcasm, where it should 
properly be more gentiy treated. Thus rage and 
irritation throughout mark his treatment of the 
rabbie where rather calm and dignified contempt 
should be simulated. But, in ‘all, the impersona- 
tion may safely be ranked as picturesque, proper- 
ly mtense, and thoroughly scholarly.

WANTED, A COLLEGE OF MUSIC—THE GOOD 
THAT IT WOULD Do. 

Signs are not wantimg that the consciences of 
the money-making magnates of this city are 
reproaching them with their gross neglect of 
duty in respect to fostering literature, art, and 
music. Nothing but pubiie indifference bas 


Public Library in constant danger 
of total destruction by fire. Art 
goes a-begging and pictures are salable 
only in jobiotse and sbowy frames. But it is 
with music that the immediate discussion has 
to do, the question being, “Why cannot Chi- 
eago bave a first-class, well-endowed public 


college of music capable of teachmg every- 
thing that can be taught in the departments of 
appreciation, interpretation, and original pro- 
duction?” Strictly speaking, there are very 
few schools in the worid that do all these things 
successfully; for it is the lot of schools to grav- 
Itate towards pedantry aud away from the intui- 
tion and enthusiasm for art which both enjoy 
ic at ite fullest and kindle in latent souls the 
same delightful flame. The good things which 
a school car do in any department are two, and 
two oniy. They can teach the art of mental 
application, which 1s the key to al! possible and 
desirable attainments, and they can awaken an 
appetite for knowledge, or, in this case, an 
appetite for music. When these two offices 
have been served for the individual hie future 
is a question of unfolding aptitudes. The 
leaven has been planted, and it will go on 
working so long as the temperature suits and 
there is matter for it to leaven. 

A completely endowed college of music 
would be expected to perform the followuig 
public uses which could not be performed by 
any other organization or by any private 
school: First, to define and establish a stand- 
ard of musical education; second, to provide 
or promote adequate performances of the great 
masterpieces of music, in immediate connec- 
tion with whatever subsidiary studies might be 
deemed necessary to their appreciation—such 
as preliminary analyses, comparisons with 
other works, forewarnings of the characteris- 
tic effects to be looked for, etc.—without 
whieh a detached performance of a master 
work is fruitful only for the few 
who bappen just then to be ready for 
it; third, to furnish adequate instruction at 
the lowest practicabie cost to the public; 
fourth, as soon as these three forms of activ- 
ity should begin to be felt, they woula stimu- 
late talented young pupils to improve them- 
selves to the extent of their powers. Whence 
would presentiy follow native composers, weil- 
trained, congenial, and masteriy—and therein, 
before we knew it, a National school of origi- 
nai composition. The private school, however 
large, and however flourishing, is un- 
able to do these things. Its standard is after 
all only a private standard. Its income must 
baianee with ite expeuses. It is forever be- 
tween two fires. It bas to compete with pri- 
vate teachers in the matter of price, yet it 
must pay teachers of reputation and must 
make profit enough to pay large rents and 
something for administrative superintendence. 
It is precisely the same with music as it is 
with religion and all other forms of higher ed- 
ucation. They ali have to depend on the gen- 
erosity and self-sacrifice of those who love 


. them better than money.

During the present week Miss Grace Hiltz 
will give song recitals at Mount Vernon and 
Fayette, Ia., after which she will travel for 
about two weeks with the Innes concert 
company. Miss Hiltz introduces the very best 
class of songs in these recitals, all schools be- 
ing represented.

Miss Maud Powell made a pleasing impres- 
sion in New York with Bruch’s first violin con- 
certo. The Tribune said: ** Her playing is not 
altogether mature nor free from traces of her 
teacher's ideas, and it wants the vital warmth 
of strong original fecling, but it is neverthe- 
less remarkabie and worthy of all the praise 
that has been bestowed on it.” 


The next of the chamber concerts by Messrs. 
Emil Liebling and Cari Becker will be given at 
Kimbali Hali next Friday evening.

Saint-Saéns’ pianoforte concerto in E flat, No. 
8, op. 29, was heard in New York for the first 
time at Mr. Thomas’ fourth porular concert. 
The Tribune says of it: “Though its first 
movement is quite extended, both it and the 
sbort middie movement leave the impression 
of being but preparatory to the chief business 
of the piece, which lies in the finaie. This is 
a remarkably spirited composition, and a fine 
example of the absolute mastery which the 
Frencs musician has over all the elements of 
composition. The burden of the ‘Andante’ 
lies in the orchestra, and the short movement 
breathes a poetical spirit and leads most ef- 
fectively from the somewhat trivial first move- 
ment, in which there is a singular biending of 
broad and passionate recitative melody with an 
arch and piquant strain of a chardcteristic 
dance flavor, into the brilliant finale.” Mr. 
Richard Hoffman was the pianist. 

The concert of the Chicago Quintet Club Fri- 
day evening was attended by an audience 
which completely filled Kimball Hall. 
chief piece of the program was a Quartet, op. 
87, by Scharwenka, one of the most important 
novelties of the season. It is for piano, violin, 
viola, and cello. The four movements are 
written with great freedom for all the instru- 
ments and with excellent judgment as to the 
effect proper to each. In style it is essentially 
modern, largely thematic (or motivirt, as the 
Germans say) instyle, but always in subjec- 
tion to the well-sounding, and in just relauon 
to the poetical impression intended. It is full 
of clever hits, such as, for example, the trio of 
the Sonerzo, which is developed out of the 
leading motive of the first movement. Rhyth- 
mically and technically the wore is difficult. 
Hence, while it undoubtedly pleased the mu- 
sic-lovers present, it did soto nothing iike the 
extent of a further hearing. The remainder of 
the program was lighter. The piaymg was 
creditable to all concerned, most so to Miss 
Ingersoli and Messrs. Lewis and Eichheim. 


HIGH LICENSE IN NEW YORK. 


SUCH IS THE PROBABLE OUTCOME OF THE 
PENDING AGITATION OF THE LIQUOR 
QUESTION. 

New York, Nov. 21.—|Special.}|—The agita- 
tion of the liquor question in this city has 
steadily grown more and more excited, until 
the week ends with an unprecedented turmoil 
in the business of beverages. Several causes 
have produced this state of things. The polit- 
ical significance of the matter lies in the fact 
that the Prohibition vote defeated the Repub- 
lican ticket in the last State election, the bal- 
lots for the Probibition candidate coanting up 
30,000, or double those of any previous cam- 
paign. That raises the question what the Re- 
publicans shall do in the way of treating the 
subject. The local excitement ig the exposure 
of corrupt relations between the Excise Com- 
missioners and the vile resorts, and the pre- 
ferring of formal charges against the board by 
the Mayor. This arrays the better ciass 
of dealers against the vicious ones, as 
shown in the resolution by tue Union for 
Rights, an organization of saloonkeepers, that 
** po resort in which women are in any manner 
used as an attraction ought to be tolerated.” 
The assailed Commissioners are still trying to 
create a diversion by enforcing the iaw against 
bars accessible from theatre lobbies, and the 
astonishment of clove-seekers between acts is 
amusing, for they are compelled to go out into 
the street for their purposes. As it has become 
& common fashion to go to the theatre in even- 
ing dress, and leave hats and overcoats in a 
depository before entering the auditorium, this 
exposure to the elements is a nuisance. Mean- 
while the open saie of drinks in variety thea- 
tres is uninterrupted. But the police are im- 
pelied to a spasmodic enforcement of the Sun- 
day law, and the preparations for the stoppage 


of the trafiic tomorrow are unusually complete 
and earnest. . 

Stili another and violent discord is between 
the Prohibinonists and the advocates of 
® High-License law. The iatter, ied by 
the combined Episcopal clergy and the 
Society for the Prevention of Crime, 
bave entered upon a powerful campaign. 
To defeat this movement, the same Prohibi- 
tiopists who conducted the canvass that polled 
80,000 votes in the State nave organized anew, 
with the especial intention of sending speakers 
to every corner of the Commonwealth. This is 
meant to counteract the religious appeals that 
were two months ago mailea to the clergy im- 
ploring them to advocate high license, and 
one bave proved influential. The Probib:r-

ly, and by extremely fasmonabie-people. Col. 
Mapleson is giving Italian opera this season 
without stars and at low prices. This is dis 
pleasing to the owners of boxes, especially the 
Astors, and other families famous 
in society. They wish to keep the Academy 
costly and exclusive. Therefore they are boy- 
cotting Mapleson by not only staying away 
from the house, but by letting nobody use 
their boxes, in order that the conspicuous 
parts of the auditorium may be unsightly in 
emptiness. 

The pairing of Kyrle Betiew and Sophie Eyre 
in courtship and matrimony bas resulted in a 
separation already, though their relations were 
altogether in mimicry, as actors. They were 
engaged for this season as leaders for the 
Wallack company. Their first work was as & 
busband and wife in “In His Power.” The 
play failed, and the management attributed 
the resu't largely to the ill-assorted character 
of the couple. Bellew is a small man, gentle- 
manly and effeminate in appearance, and defi- 
cient in physical force; Miss Byre is massive 
and powerful, in strong contrast with Bellew, 
and in those scenes wherein his mastery ought 
to have been apparent the indications were 
that she could have crusbed bim at will. This 
incongruity was sure to mar every drama in 
which their relations were sentimental and 
marital, and the conclusion was that one or 
the other would have to be retired. Here the 
actor was preferred to the actress, and she has 
not since had a part in the Wallack produc- 
tions, the roles naturally falling to her being 
assigned to Annie Robe, a secondary actress 
in the stock, but fitted in stature and delicacy 
to consort in a sightly way with Bellew. The 
matter is the principal subject of talk in thea- 
trical circles, and is to be taken into court. 

VICTORIA IN THE CHORUS. 

Victoria Schilling, daughter of Jay Gould's 
partner, Morosini, and eloping bride of a coach- 
man, is on theutrical exhibition. She is nom- 
inally a chorue’giri in ** Amorita,”’ but in real- 
ity is the chief personage of the comic opera. 
The piece is not attractive in itself, and, al- 
though magnificently presented as to scenery 
and costumes, is so poor in music and humor 
that even the usual nbdity of the Casino could 
hardly save it from failure were not one of 
the individual disclosures that of the famous 
Victoria. The story of berengavement is thus 
told by an interested witness: It was her am- 


bition to become a singer in polite and fasbion-* 


able concerts. Her musical training had been 
thorough, and she had a pleasant voice! but 
on trial as the princival vocalist in that line 
she proved inefficient, and the venture did not 
pay the expenses of the manager who made it. 
During last summer Schilling and his wife 
lived on $1,300 that she obtained by suing ber 
father for the money tmat had been playfully 
deposited in a savings bank for her at Various 
times since herinfancy. Schiliing tried to get 
employment, but he would not work at menial 
things any longer and was not capable of good 
mental service. "Tending bar for his father 
was the nearest to an intellectual posi- 
tion that he could get. The : bride ap-

more than they cared to pay for @ mere mem- 
ber uf the chorus. At length she was offered 
the wages named to appear in “ Amorita,”’ 
where she could be distinguished through a 
solo of a single Verse. Hut the dress was to be 
that of either a slave, around whose simulated 
nakedness was wrapped a scanty biack cloth, 
or an artist garbed a little more conventional- 
ly, but equally untrammeied by skirts. It was 
the intention to have Louise Montague, the 
Forepaagh circus beauty, and several other 
noted bewitchers among the siaves, but Louise 
grumbled at being mentioned in the theatre as 
“a dime museum curiosity,’’ and cadsed such 
arow that Col. John A. McOaull was drawn into 
it to the extent of pulling Stage-Director Con- 
reid’s nose. She eventually broke her con- 
tract. In the case of Victoria a less public dis- 
turbance ensued between ber and ber busband. 
He advised her to accept the engagement de- 
spite the indecency of the costume. She would 
only do so if be would also go to work at what- 
ever he could find todo. The upshot was that 
she engaged for the réle of an artist in the 
opera and he hired out as a conductor on a 
Broadway horse-car. 


A GREAT WEEK FOR THE DUDES. 

During the week the dudes who abound at 
the Casino have quite concentrated their 
moony beams on her, and she has been a re- 
cipient of numerous missives. A n®w rule has 
here abolished the nuisance of passing flowers 
across the footlights, but «many bouquets are 
sent to her via the stage door. Her compan- 
ions say that she contemptuously burns all the 
notes and distributes the flowers among the 
chorus. Schilling callie for her every night 
after the opera, his own day’s work being then 
done. Representative mashers have been in 
the boxes, and on some occasions their demon- 
strations have been ovvious to tne audience. 
The newspaper critics have not condescended 
to give more than trifling attention to Victo- 
ria’s performance, but the Sun's Sunday 
amusement article for tomorrow gives the fol- 
lowing description: 

** Miss Schilling would bave no more import- 
ance in the entertainment than Mies Andrews, 
with whom the action of her single brief scene 
couples her, in case the audience had no mind 
for anything outside of the perform- 
ance. But it wonld require a far 
more engrossing Opera than ‘Amorita’ to 
force forgetfuloess that she is the Miss Victo- 
ria Morosini who eloped with ber father's 
coachman. The upshot is that Mises Pauline 
Hali, the hero of the mimic doings, although 
classified as a professional beauty, and never 
before so lovely as now in ber exact likeness 
to the familiar picture of the ‘Italian Boy,’ is 
eecondary in the eager reward; that Mr, Fran- 
cis Wiison, despite his unprecejentediy ardu- 
ous ciowning to make a stupid part comic, is 
rejegated into comparative obscurity; and Mr. 
Frank Celli's six feet of robust port, with its 
newness to New York inspection, 's not enough 
to keep the chief character in the conspicu- 
ousness where it belongs: and that the aggre- 
gate splendors and indecorums of the specta- 
cle are not so much to the eyes of the assem- 
blage as the one novice. Through two acts of 
almost incessant waitz tunes the gyrations of 
the performers are caimiy regarded, except 
that at each entry of chorus girls in changed 
clothes there is a straining of attitudes and a 
lifting of opera-giasses, for itis not supposed 
that a blare ot trumpets or even a tremor of 
fiddle-strings will prelude the sight of the fa- 
mous eloper.” 

A SIGHT FOR THE BALDHEADS.

His character in the old 
comedy was that of the miserly old curmud- 
geon, balrt diverted from bis accustomed mania 
of despicable avarice by a tottering, lickerish 
courtsbip of a young woman. But the audt- 
ences discerned nosuch qualities, although the 
actor portrayed them cleveriy. Mr. Gilbert 
had been too long and familiariy known as a 
kindly, genial oid gentieman in uncounted 
dramas to be rewarded at this late day as a rep- 
rehensibie scoundrel, no matter what he migtt 
do orsay. Therefore his vilianies passed for 
pleasantries, his wooing aroused no condemna- 
tion, his aspects of badness were all yiewed as 
eccentric expressions of goodness, and it 
seemed a shame that the climax of the play did 
not give to him the kiss of the bride instead 
of the kick of the bridegroom. 

The new actress was Miss ida Mullein *“ Dim- 
ples,” a drama whose title describes the hero- 
ine rather than the rest of the entertainment. 
One of the impressions that she made was that 
Miss Maggie Mitcheil, simultaneously acting 
across town, had devised a method of convey- 
ing an echo of ber Fanchon from one theatre 
to another, where it was being illusively util- 
ized by a pantomimist. The body in sight 
might be that of the infantilie aud chubby Miss 
Mulie, but the voice belonged to Maggie Mitch- 
eli, for it bad at least been taken from her by 
imitation.

Scores are squared 
up, there are general treats, and soon the sa- 
loonists have possession of a large share of 
the earnings of the workmen that ought to car- 
ry cheer and comfort to their homes. The 
worst of it is many employers play into the 
handa of the saloonkeepers. There are facto- 
ries where the machinery is stopped for a few 
minutes in the forenoon and in the afternoon 
in order that beer or whisky may be sent for, 
and the time so lost is made up at noon.’ There 
are factories where strong drink is allowed at 
the noon hour only. It is a common thing for 
a fewmen in each department to engage a 
small boy to run on this errand. The moment 
the whistle is heard he rushes away to the sa- 
loon with a stick about thirty inches long in 
either hand, and upon each are strung four or 
8.x beer-botties to be filled. These “ kids”’ 
come in for a small share of the beer, and puay- 
night they eet a few cents from the men they 
serve. 

It is a shame that employers should allow 
boys to be so used. They are equaily guilty 
in violatmg one of the best laws we have ever 
had in this State—* the Dramshop act.” They 
would confer an untold biessing upon society 
and be gainers themselves if they woula:in 
good faith put up conspicuous notices ia every 
department of their factories: “No strong 
drink allowed upon these premises under pen- 
ality of a discharge."" Men would go out to a 
saloon, but their influence in debasing the boys 
and young men wouid certainly be curtailed, 
and very few know bow many are brought to 
ruin in this way. Less than a week ago in one 
of the most orderly and best-managed of the 
large shops on South Canal street three young 
men about 20—oneofr them the engineer— 
and two boys about 14 were *“ fired” fora 
drunken riot in the basement, where they were 
at work. Strong drink is carried into that 
shop daily at noon. If prevention is better 
than cure this would seem like beginning’ at 
the wrong end, and yet it is going on perpetu- 
ally, differing only a little from the present 
case, where they became helplesiy drunk and 

raised Ned.”

SILVER QUESTION IN ENGLAND. 


“ SILVER COMPARATIVELY A STABLE STAND- 
. ARD_OF VALUE, WHILE GOLD IS5 RAPIDLY 
APPRECIATING.” _ . i - 
Lompon, Nov. 1.—|Editor London Times.}— 
If I venture to reply to Sir Louis Maliet’s in- 
quiry as to the connection between free trade 
and the silver question, I must ask. Sir Louis 
to believe that I am seeking to elicit informa- 
tion rather than to impart it, and that he may 
regard me as one merely of an immense num- 
ber ardently predisposed toward that economic 
faith which has tili recently promised @ polit- 
ical guidance to our generation. 
If * Bombay” is accurate in the statement 
that he again repeats in the Times of yester- 
day—if, since the price of the silver ounce 
commenced to fall in 1878, the prices of com- 
modities in India bave pari passu risen—then 
certainly the English farmer and the English 
manufacturer bave no cause of complaint, and 
that excellent digest of the last Blue-Book on 
Indian finance which appears in this week's 
Economist, as weilas Sir Lovis Maliet’s state- 
ment in the Times, may be regarded as equally 
worthiess and misieading. For, if prices in 
India bave risen, the production of wheat in 
India and its export from India have not been 
stimulated by the tall in silver, while the ryot, 
if be sells his produce for more siiver, can ¢ till 
make bis purchases from Eogiand. In other 
words, if, while silver has fallen 20 
per centin terms of gold, it bas fallen aiso 20 
per cent. in terms of commodities, the ryot 
must be receiving 20 per cent. more silver for 
his produce than he did before, and therefore 
bis ability to purchase at gold prices has not 
diminished. But if, on the contrary, the ryot 
gets only the same number of rupees for the 
same amount of produce, and has to give 20 
per cent. more rupees in exchange for goila— 
that 18, for Manchester cottons, which have to 
be paid for in goid—it is incontestable that the 
fall in the exchange value of silver is equiva- 
lent exactly to a tax of 20 per cent. on ali cot- 
ton goods imported into India, and the result 
pointed out by Mr. Macieane naturally foliows, 
#0 that cotton mulis are being built all over 
India and the natural expansion of our trade 
in manufactured articles to the East is checked. 
Tne world of trade, then, is suffering be- 
cause commodities in India, China, and Mexi- 
co have not depreciated in silver but have de- 
| preciated in goid; silver, in faci, is showing it- 
self comparatively astable standard of vaiue, 
while goid, on the contrary, is rapidly appre- 
ciating in terms of silver and of ail other com- 
modities. What we require of the Royai Com- 
mission i# totrace the origin of this disivca- 
tion, and to suggest a remedy. I dc not pro- 
pose, in Sir Louis Maligt’s language, ‘an im- 
port duty on the products of countmes with a 
silver standard, a bonus on our exports to 
those countries,” although this would, I be- 
lieve, reestablish our true position as a free- 
trade nation. I also quite believe that by some 
such means as these Germany has temporarily 
secured ivr her trade an artificial currency 
equilibrium. Yet any such

can we by . effective legislation 
bere give such support to silver as 
will bring about the depreciation of gold, and 
restore the old par of exchange between the 
two metais? It must surely be admittea, even 
by the most ardent “gold bug,” that the 
manipulated depreciation of silver is involving 
usin trade disasters, which, if continuous, 
threaten a collapse of our entire industrial 
sysiem; and that this depreciation was chiefly 
brought about bya eudden change of her 
standard of value by Germany in 1872.

The real-estate market was as dull last week 
as in midsummer. The transfers were re 
markebly smal! for this season of the year and 
a time of activity in general business, and the 
important transactions that did not roach the 
Recorder's office were few. The quantity of

The demand for money was 
moderate, but a number of 6 per cent loans of 
considerable size were made. The market 18, 
to say the least, quite as easy as heretofore.

WILL MERRICK BE VINDICATED? 


A QUESTION WHICH WILL COME BEFORE’ 
THE SENATE WHEN THE SUBJECT OF HIS | 
CONFIRMATION AS JUDGE OF THE 8U- 
PREME COURT OF THE DISTRICT OF CO- 
LUMBIA IS BROACHED. 

Wasninocton, D. C., Nov. 21.—|Special.j— 
A great deal of interest is manifested among 
the Republeans of this District to know 
whether Mr. Merrick, who was nominated to 
be a Judge of the Supreme Court of the Die- 
trict, will be confirmed by the Senate. Mr. 
Merrick is a very able lawyer, and a man 
against whose personal character and integrity 
nothing has been said. He is of one of the 
oldest and most representative families of 
Maryland, but he was appointed, as bis brother, 
the late Richard T. Merrick, who was his chiet 
supporter, remarked, as a ** vindication.”” His 
name will be brought up in the Senate in con- 
nection with the suggestion that it.is consid- 
ered necessary to confirm a man very near to 
70 years of age to an arduous position on the 
bench in order to *‘ vindicate’’ him from cer- 
tain political charges which were made in the 
early part of the War. The old Union resi- 
dents of the District of Columbia at the time 
made three distinct charges against Mr. Mer- 
rick that he sympathized with the Rebeilion: 

First—That a dinner was given at his house 
early in the War, at which only Southern Senators 
and those who afterwards sympathized with or 
were intimately connected with the Rebellion were 
invited, and that, according to the report of the 
conversation at that dinner, which somehow 
reached Secretary Stanton, the most violent disun- 
ion sentiments were expressed. 

Second—The United States Government found it 
necessary, in order to support the War cause at 
that time, to tax everything, and, among other ob- 
jects of taxation, was the salary of ail Federal 
Judges. This tax Judge Merrick was unwilling to 
pay. and, it is reported, absolutely. refused to pay. 

Third—In the matter of certain enlistments in 
the United States army, particularly in the case of 
some minors, Judge Merrick, by his declarations in 
court, placed himself squarely in opposition to the 
United States Government, and used, until over- 
ridden by a superior authority. the great power of 
his office to deteat the objects of the War. 

The opinion of Judge Merrick in this -case 
was one of the most comforting texts for Cop- 
perheadism all through the Soutb.
